INTRODUCTION 


HE human body is ſo conſtrued, that by 

the application of morbid cauſes, the ner- 
vous power, or living principle, is excited into 
more vigorous and trequent action, by which 
they are Temoved ; the vitiated ſtate of the fluids 
corrected ; and obſtructions of the viſcera or other 
organs reſolved ; diſeaſes are then ſaid to be Cured 
by nature, or the ſpontaneous efforts of the ani- 
mal œconomy.

THE efforts of "the living principle are either 
univerſal or particular. 

Un1versAL, when the whole vaſcular ſyſtem 
is excited into encreaſed action by a general irri- 
tation. | 

PARTICULAR, when the irritation is flight, 
and confined to a part. 

Regular and ſucceſſive efforts are neceſſary for 
the cure of many diſeaſes, and when not inter-

The powers of nature are chiefly deficient in 
the cure * of chronic diſeaſes, as the Luzs VE“. 
NEREA, PALsY, DRoPsy, HyYPocHONDRIACAL 
CoMPLAINTS, &c. &c. in ſuch diſeaſes, tle ef- 
forts of the animal ceconomy are too weak and 
languid. 


In ſome diſcaſes the encreaſed action of the 


body is even hurtful, as in calculous caſes, in 
inflammation of the ich and inteſtines, &c. 
ſuch actions ſhould be moderated and quicted. 

Hence a judicious phyſician is not always to 
be conſidered as the ſervant of nature, but fre- 
quently as her counſellor; he ſhould, however, 
be always attentive to her views and operations. 

The medical] art 1s therctore to be frequently 
called in to ſupply and correct the defects of 
nature. 

A knowledge of ſuch principles as direct to the 
molt ſucceſsful indications in the cure of diſeaſes, 


are derived from 


1. An accurate inveſtigation of the proximate 
and remote cauſes of diſeaſe. 

2. From experience, the hiſtory of diſeaſes, and 
the ſucceſs of particular remedies, whoſe opera- 
tion or MODE of action cannot be explained from 
any known laws of the animal economy. 

3. By comparing and uniting both theſe me- 


thods together, viz. the DocuAricAL and EN“ 


PIRIC AL, we are directed to the molt certain, or 
leaſt fallible means of cure. 


In order to cure a diſeaſe, it becomes ſome- 


times necellary for the Phyſician to know the con- 
ſtitution, or peculiar temperament of his patient 
in health, as well as in diſcaſe. 

Such parts of the body as are naturally weak, 
require a particular attention in the ccurſe of a 


diſcaſe. | 
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PATH OLO Gs. - 

A Phyſician frequently does more good by | 
quieting fymptoms, than by exciting violent 
movements in the body. IE 

The art of obſerving conſiſts in attending to 
the order, time, and ſucceſſion of the efforts of. 
nature, eſpecially in acute diſeaſes, and to the 
operation of remedies, eſpecially in chronic diſ- 
orders ; and in diſtinguiſhing between the effects 
of the difeaſe, and the remedies employed. 

The cure of a diſeaſe ſhould be chiefly at- 
tempted either in its beginning, periods of re- 
miſſion, or intermiſſion, and not in the height 
of the paroxyſm, unleſs with a view to palliate 
ſymptoms. 

Remedies ſhould be always adapted to the 
ſtate of the patient; gentle means are to be uſed 
in weak habits, more powerful and active reme- 
dies in ſtronger habits; nothing is to be at- 
temptcd by ſudden and violent means, which 
may, with «qual ſafety, be effected by milder 
remedies. - | 

In deſperate caſes, deſperate remedies are to be 


employed. 


A few active remedies, whoſe efficacy has 
been already eſtabliſhed by experience, are to 
be preferred to the more doubtfui and com- 


pounded: and in chronic diforders, remedies of 


approved efficacy, are not to be frequently 
changed, unleſs ſome new indications of cure 
occur from an alteration in the ſtate of the diſ- 
eaſe. - 
The ſame diſeaſe, in different perſons, cannot 
always be cured by the ſame remedy: The ve- 
nereal diſeaſe, though attended with the ſame 


ſymptoms in different perſons, will not yield to 


the ſame preparation of mercury; hence arifes 
the neceſſity of trying new remedies, and of em- 


ploying in practice even different chemical pre- 


parations of the ſame remedy,

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In the application of remedies the ſeaſon of the 
year is to be attended to. 

In the ſpring and ſummer, VISCERAL Ok- 
STRUCTIONsS, and many chronic diſorders, are 
more eaſily removed, than in autumn and winter. 

It is the duty of a Phyſician to divert the force 
of a diſeaſe from the vital organs, to parts leſs 
neceſlary to lite. 

There are certain periods of a diſeaſe when 
evacuations are moſt ſucceſsfully excited, either 
by nature or art; profuſe and carly ſweating in 
tevers gives no lief, but moderate ſweatings i in 
a more advanced Rate of the diſcaſe, promotes 
the recov ry of a patient: hence is founded the 
idea of concoction, ſo much talked of by Dr. 
Sydenham. 

It becomes frequently neceſſary to quiet urgent 
ſymptoms, though the remedies employed ſhould 
be contra- indicated by the cauſe of the diſeaſe; 
this often prevents difficult ies in the uſe of opium 
in inflammatory diſordors. ä 

Critical evacuations are not to be checked or 
interrupted, nor are remedies to be employed, 
during ſuch evscuations, which may eXCite 


r movements in the body at ſuch critical

periods. 
In acute diſorders, or during much pain, food 
is in general to be avoided, "becauſe it rather 


degenerates into a corrupted ſtate, than affords 


nouriſhment. 

The more the ſtrength of the body is red, 
the food ſhould be of lighter nouriſhment, ſoluble, 
and of eaſy digeſtion, and ſhould be ta fre- 
quently, and in ſmall quantities. 

The more ſtrength the patient has, he may 
indulge with more ſafety in the uſe of more ſolid 
and nutritious aliment.

Or PROXIMATE CAUSES. 


By the proximate cauſe is meant the real ſtats 
of the diſeaſed organ. 

A knowledge of this ſubject can _y e de- 
rived from, 

1. An inveſtigation of the nature and powers 
of the remote cauſes. 

2. A careful attention to the ſymptoms, in the 
order of ſucceſſion they occur in diſeaſes. 

3 The effects of the remedies employed. 

The diſſection of morbid bodies. 

1 this laſt caſe we ſhould carefully diſtin- 
guiſh between the effects and cauſe of the diſ- 

eale. 

The inveſtigation of proximate cauſes is moſt 
difficult, and the ſcience of medicine is, in this 
reſpect, extremely imperfect. 

By ſome oh dias every thing is referrcd to 
obſtructions, by others to irritation and ſpaſm ; 
ſome admit the influence of acrid and morbific 
matter, others deny the poſhbility of its exiſtence ; 
a modeſt difidence is beſt on this ſubject. 


Or THE SYMP TOMS oF DISEASES, 


The preternatural phznomena which occur 
during a diſeaſe, are called ſymptoms. 

' Theſe ſymptoms are either felt by the patient, 
obſerved by the phyſician, or diſcovered by a 
diſſection of morbid bodies; in this laſt caſe it 
is of great conſequence to diſtinguiſh between 
effects and cauſes. 

The 
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The effects 3 immediately ariſe Bs 
morbid cauſes, are called the ſymptoms of the 


cauſe. 


Theſe ſymptoms may produce others, Wel are 
called the ſymptoms of the ſymptoms. 

Every ſymptom points out a diſeaſed ſtate of 
ſome of the functions, either ons vital, natural, 
or animal. 

The ſymptoms of diſeaſes, in the order they 
appear, ſhould be attentively marked, and the 
circumſtances which may operate in the animal 
ceconomy, in diverſifying their appearance, or 
rendering them anomalous, ſhould be carefully ö 
obſerved. - 

All ſymptoms are to be explained from the 
action of the proximate cauſe, or the re- action 
of the living principle in the animal ceconomy, 
excited with à view of expelling or deſtroying 
whatever is inimical to the body. 

Many ſymptoms of diſeaſes are to be explained 
by the law of ſympathy. 


Or THE CRISIS oF DISEASES, * 


By the criſis of a diſeaſe is meant a ſudden 
change, either into health, or death. | 

A/criſts is more perceptible in acute than chro- 
nic diſeaſes. 

In acute diſeaſes, an exacerbation of ſymptoms 
frequently precede the molt favourable criſis, ter- 
minating in ſome ſenſible evacuations, which 
procure relief to the patient. 

Evacuations, which are accompanied, or im- 
mediately followed, with a relief of ſymptoms, 
are favourable and critical, but not otherwiſe. 

It was the opinion of Hippocrates, and is now. 
the opinion of many learned and judicious 18 


cians, that critical days or periods, may be accu» 


rately —— from their 7 and periodical - 
returns, mY

returns, eſpecially in acute diſeaſes, and even in 
the fevers of our own country. 

The critical days of continued fevers, are the 
3d, 5th, 7th, gth, IIth, 14th, 17th, 20th. 

This doctrine is confirmed by the united teſti- 
mony of De Haen and Dr. Cullen. 

The regular courſe of nature may be inter- 
rupted, accelerated or retarded, by various cir- 
cumſtances in the animal ceconomy, as well as 
by the injudicious practice of the phyfieian. 


—_— Tx: WDIAGNOSTIS. 


The Diagnoſis is that part of the pathology 
which treats of the ſpecific agreement, or diſagree- 
ment of ſymptoms, by which diſeaſes may beſt be 
diſtinguiſhed from one another. 

'This is of the utmoſt importance, and ſuppo- 
ſes an intimate knowledge of leading and characte- 
riſtic ſymptoms of all diſeaſes. 


_— Tm: FxXOGNOSIS. 


This is the ſcience of ſigns, by which we may. 
foretell the event, or iſſue of a diſeaſe. 

This ſuppoſes long experience, and contribu- 
tes much to the reputation of the phyſician. 

In this branch of. the pathology, Hippocrates 
and the ancients acquired great reputation. 
The prognoſis is by no means conjectural, 
when founded an accurate obſervation and expe- 
rience of ſimilar diſorders, 
In forming an accurate prognoſis, we muſt 
tecollect our former obſervations in ſimilar diſor- 
ders, the effect of the diſeaſe in the ſame perſon at 
a former period, the degree of vis vitæ remaining, 
the importance of the organ affected to the life of 
the patient. 

Th The 
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PATHOLOGY. 

The following practical rules may be property | 
kept in view. 

The ſtate of the vis vitæ 1s to be carefully ob- 
ſerved. 

The age and ſex, tr with the former 
ſtate of health, ſhould be marked. 

The influence of the climate, or prevailing 
contagion, and the period of the diſorder, deſerve 
our attention. 

The ſame ſymptoms occurring in d ferent 
periods of the diforder, is accompanied with more 
or lefs danger. 

Symptoms of danger are more fallacious in 
acute than chronic diforders. 

The nature of critical diſcharges, and the ſymp= 
toms uiually preceding them, deſerve our notices 


Tas GENERAL. DOCTRINE OF FEVER. 


1. IN every fever there is ſome 3 of chilli- 
neſs, increaſe of heat, frequency of pulſe, 
and diminution of ſtrength in the animal func- 
tions. f 
2. The phænomena in common to all fevers, 
which direct to an inveſti-ation of their cauſes, 
are beſt illuſtrated by obſerving the paroxyſm of 
an intermittent fever. 


SYMPTOMS oF THE COLD STAGE. 


3. Languor, ſenſe of debility, paleneſs in the 
face and extremities, a contraction of the ſkin 
and veſſels on the ſurface of the body, a ſenſe of 
cold in the back, diffuſed into different parts 
of the body, a tremor, terminating in rigor, 
great inſenſibility, dryneſs of the mouth, pale 
urine, coſtiveneſs, a diminution of the. uſual 
ſecretions, a ſmall irregular pulſe, anxiety, op- 
preflion on the præcordia, ſometimes cough and 
dyſpnœa. 

The intel tectual functions are frequently im- 
peded; drowſineſs and ſtupor. 

The ſymptoms of the cold ſtage conſtitute 
the eſſence of the diſeaſe; they are the effects 


ariſing more immediately from the action of the 
proxi- 
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proximate cauſe; and they are the means of 
producing that re- action of the ſyſtem which 

* terminates in the ſucceeding ſtage of the parox- 
yſm. 


SYMPTOMS o Tus HOT STAGE. 


The ſenſe of cold becomes leſs violent, a heat 
greater than natural prevails, and, ariſing from 
the præcordia, is diffuſed over all the body, at 
firſt irregularly by alternating fluſhes, becoming 
more intenſe and permanent, the colour of the 
ſkin returns, with tenſion and redneſs; the fea- 
tures of the face, and other paits of the body, re- 
cover their uſual ſize; head-ach, a pain in the 
back, and often in the extremities; urine high 
coloured, a ſtrong, hard pulſe, | 

The ſymptoms of the hot ſtage terminate in 
the criſis, or reſolution of the fever, or ſweating 
ſtage. ; 4 


Tue SWEATING STAGE: 


The pulſe becomes free and large, the organs , 
of ſecretion are relaxed, the circulation is free - 
and pervious on the ſkin, producing ſoftneſs, and 
moiſture, the urine depoſits a ſediment, the belly 
is open, the functions of the mind and the ſenſi- 
bility of the body are reſtored. | 

Though we have pointed out the ordinary 
courſe of ſymptoms which occur in the paroxyſm 
of an intermittent fever, yet it is ſeldom that 
all thoſe ſymptoms are preſent in the ſame perſon, 
and circumſtances frequently happen which per- 
vert the order of them, and render them anoma- 
lous. 

In continued fevers, the diſpoſition to regular 
paroxyſms prevails, but they are feldom ſo com- 
pleat as to terminate in perfect intermiffions;

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they generally however aſſume remitting appear- 
i, ances, and the periods of remiſſion are often re-

| This has given riſe to the diſtribution of 
fever into continued, remittent, and intermit-

Tur REMOTE CAUSES or FEVER. 


They are ſuch, as in conſequence of acting 
on the moving powers, induce the cold fit. 
Of theſe are MYASMATA and ConTaGton : 
of the firſt, are the efluvia of marſhy and moiſt 
grounds; chiefly occurring in warmer climates, 
in a degree however in all countries, and pro- 
ducing the ſame fevers, only differing in their 
degree of violence. 

The number of contagions is ſmall, each re- 
fains the ſame character in all countries, is of one 
ſpecific nature, producing a variety of effects, only 
influenced by ſeaſon, climate, external cauſes, 
and the habit of the body. 

The variolous and morbillous matter is to be 
referred to the head of contagion, and probably 
the effluvia of the human body in gaols and con- 
fined ſituations. 

They are moſt active when applied directly 
from their ſources or fomites, the atmoſphere 
aſſiſting greatly to deſtroy or render them inof- 


fenſive. 
Another frequent remote cauſe of fever is 


Corp. 

It acts by inducing a ſpaim on the ſurface 
of the body, particularly on thoſe, the vigour 
of whoſe circulation has been confiderably 
weakened. . 

According to the ſtate of the habit to which 
it is appiied, it is capable of producing inflam- 
matory diathaſis, as in the caie of rheumatiſm, 
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Tur REMOTE CAUSE or FEVERS. 13 


in others it produces CATARRH, andi in many» 
CONTINUED -FEVERS. 

When applied in an extreme degree, ſo as to 
exert its ſedative powers, it extinguiſhes life, and 
produces gangrene. 

Other remote cauſes of fever, are the ſedative 
paſſions of fear, grief, and anxiety. 

Intemperance in drinking and venery, affiſt in 
producing fever, eſpecially when favoured by the 
concurrence of myaſmata, contagion, and the 
action of other ſedative powers. 

Retenſion of putrid and acrid matter in the 
primæ viz, from indigeſtible or corrupted food, 
or fæces in the intettine Sz concur in the pro- 
duction of fever. 

Direct ſtimulants ſeldom are capable of 


ducing fever, though they increaſe the pulſe, and 
the animal heat. 


Of the Paci Cavst of FEVER. 


In att ending to the ſymptoms of languor and 
debility preceding the cold fit, and to the ſuc- 
ceſſion of the three ſtages of an entire paroxyſm, 
we may ſuppoſe that cauſe and effect are in the 
ſame order, v:z. That the debility induced, fa- 
vours the ſpaſm on the ſkin, which is produe- 
tive of the cold fit; that the cold fit is the cauſe, 
by its effect on the heart and arteries, to promote 
that excitement, or greater action of the vaſcular 
ſyſtem, which is productive of the hot fit, and 
that the reſiſtance is overcome by the hot fit, 
which terminates in the reſtoration of ſecretig 
both on the ſurface of the body, and the other 
organs of ſecretion in the ſyſtem. 

It therefore appears that the moſt frequent oc- 
caſional cauſes of fever produce ir a ſeda- 
tive effect, and that 722 becomes a ſtimulus

in the ſyſtem, exciting more action in the heart

1 We ſuppoſe, therefore, that in every fever 
4 there is a power applied to the body, which has 
a tendency to deſtroy it, but that the NATURA 
MEpicaTRIX is rouſcd to obviate ſuch nox- 
10us powers, or to correct and remove them; fo 
that in fevers there are two powers acting, the 
one, of a ſedative nature, the other of a {timu- s | 
lant one, and, when moderated within proper 
bounds, is the ſalutary effort of the ſyſtem. 

In every fever there is a tendency to certain 
regular or periodical movements, attended with 
obſcure marks of remiſſion and exacerbation, 
even in the moſt continued fevers; theſe re- 
miſſions differ in the frequency of their return, 
producing the varicty of quotidian, tertian, or 
quartan periods, according to the intervals of 
paroxyſms. 


rr PROGNOSISImnFEVERSG 


This will depend on the prevalence of mor- 
bid or ſalutary ſymptoms; how far the excite- 
ment in the ſyſtem is adequate to remove the 
noxious power, or how far it is properly di- 
rected to that part of the body, by whoſe action 
the reſolution of the diſeaſe is beſt effected. 

If the excitement, or re-action, be too violent, 
as in inflammatory fevers, it often deſtroys the 
vital power, and organization of the part; this 
is a frequent cauſe of death, eſpecially affecting 
the brain in, continued fevers, _ 

| The action of the ſedative power, eſpecially 
in the caſe of .contagion, tends to extinguiſh . 
the vital principle, by acting on the nerves, and 7 
inducing ſymptoms of debility. 4 

The action .of putrid matter on the animal 1 
fAuics, diſſolving the maſs of blood, is proJuc-

tive of profuſe hzmorrhage, effuſions under the | 
ſkin, petechiz, and other malignant eruptions, 
rendering the body univerfally gangrenous, and 
is another cauſe producing death. 

The ſymptoms which evidently point out the 
ptevalence of danger, compared with the falu- 
tary ſymptoms, will be contidered'1 in treating of 
particular fevers. 

In forming a judgment of the event of a dif- 
eaſe, attention ſhould be paid to the remiſſions, 
the regular movements, and the critical days, 
which in moſt caſes are accompanied with ſome 
ſenſible change in the ſecretions, the N or 
the ſtate of the head. 

An exacerbation of ſymptoms frequently. pre- 
cede a ſalutary and 1 criſis.

Or THE GENERAL CURE or FEVERS. 


In the cure of feyer, an attention ſhould be 
firſt directed towards moderating any irritation, 
which may increaſe the diſeaſe, or diſturb the re- 
gular and falutary periods. 

1. All difigreenbls and violent impreſſions on 
the mind are to be avoided, 

2. The ſtimulus of external heat is to be re- 
moved, both by having the patient in a large and 
airy room, as well as by diminiſhing the quantity 
of bed- clothes. 

3. The exerciſe of the body, or the exertion 
of muſcular power, as in ſpeaking, even the ſti- 
mulus of light, is to be avoided ; they increafe 
debility in weak habits. _ 

4. The food ſhould be _ aſceſcent, 
and of the eaſieſt digeſtion ; the beſt drink is 
water acidulated; and, in general, all fermented 
liquors, except {mall beer, ſhould be forbid; 

. The

The uſual ſymp toms of fever are encreaſed by 
the introduction of food or nouriſhment into the 
body, eſpecially of animal food; therefore the. 
uſual anxiety expreſſed for that purpoſe is ill. 
founded. 

5. When the primæ viæ are preternaturally 
loaded with corru; pted matter, or accumulated 
faeces, the ion ch and inteſtines are to be emp- J 
tied by the uſe of No. 1 and 2; an early atten- 4 
tion to this particular, will likewiſe not only re- E 
move ſuch morbid and irritating matter, but 
likewiſe moderate the inflammatory diatheſis of 
the ſyſtem, and render bleeding and other eva- 
cuations leſs neceflary. 

In the general cure of fevers, we ſhould be 
regulated by an attention to the ſymptoms of 
violent action, debility, and putreſcency, in the 
animal fluids. 

The ſymptoms of violent action, are encreaſed 
force, hardneſs, and frequency in the pulſe, 
which often particularly determines to the brain, 
Jungs, and other important viſcera, producing 
a ſenſe of local pain and congeſtion ; the ſecre= 
tions are generally very high coloured: ſuch 
ſymptoms have commonly been preceded by a 
ſevere cold fit, and point out the inflammatory 1 
diatheſis of the habit. 4 

The ſymptoms of DEBILIT are a weakneſs 
and irregularity of the voluntary motions, as 
ſubſultus tendinum, as well as of ſenſations and 
intellectual operations; weakneſs of the pulſe, 
coldneſs of the extremities, a tendency to faint- 
ing in an erect poſture, and a ſighing in reſpira= _ 
tion ; involuntary diſcharges, and difficult de- \ 
ner 

The ſymptoms of putrefaction, are,

The blood looſe in its texture, hæmorrhages 
from the organs of ſecretion, without marks of 
great excitement ; effuſions under the ſkin or 
cuticle, producing petechial and livid eruptions ; 
frequent looſe and fœtid ſtools, with little relief; 
foetid urine, and a general cadaverous ſmell of 
the whole body. 
The ſymptoms of violent action are beſt modes - 
rated by -blood- letting. | 
The effect of bleeding is more immediately 
felt in reducing the inflammatory action, than 
any other evacuation, _ 
It requires much ſkill to determine in what 
caſes it may always be ſucceſsfully employed. 
It ought” chiefly to be had recourſe to in the 
early {tage of fever. 
The young, the vigorous, and plethoric, bear 
it beſt, 
The ſpring and winter ſeaſons demand it 
molt. | ; | p 
| The inflammatory diathe ſis is more prevalent 
\ in cold than warm climates; this however 1s - 
F not altogether a general rule, for in the- warmeſt 
countries, local inflammation, eſpecially of the 
liver, is more frequent and acute than in cold + 
\ countries, and gives way, chiefly, to early bleed- 
Ing, 
in epidemic and contagious difeafes much cau- 
tion is neceſſary in the uſe of the lancet. | 
4 An attention ſhould be paid to the former diſ- 
| caſes and habits of the patient. 

The appearance of the blood, and the effects 
of blood-letting, which may have been already 
practiſed, ought likewiſe to regulate our conduct. 

'The ſudden and large evacuation often anſwers - 
| beſt, eſpecially when taken away in a relaxed or 
: ſupine poſture. : 

Evacuation by lool likewife mo Mrates the vios- 
lent action of the ſyſtem. 

C. 3 The 
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-. The effect of purging is not only that of emp- 
tying the inteſtines, but likewiſe the vaſcular 
ſyſtem opening upon them. 

This evacuation does not ſo ſuddenly weaken 

the ſyſtem, or reduce the inflammatory diatheſis; 
it has therefore frequently its advantage; eſpe— 
cially in doubtful caſes of increzſed action. 
In the more advanced ſtage of fever, purging 
may be uſeful, only in ſo far as it empties the 
inteſtines, and removes the putreſcent and irri- 
tating matter of the bowels ; but when inſtituted. 
early in the beginning of fevers, may do good by 
moderating the general action of the ſyitem, 

Symptoms of violent action are moderated by 
plentiful dilution, eſpecially of watery fluids, 
acidulated or accompanied with ſome of the neu- 
tral ſalts, whoſe operation will afterwards be 
explained, 

Sweating frequently tends to mederate the vio- 

- Jent action of fever, when produced by gentle 
and relaxing means, in oppoſition to external heat 
and powerful ſtimulants. 

This evacuation is frequently ſpontaneous and 

moderate, producing the ſolution of the diſeaſe, 
and is often ſucceſsfully excited by art. 
In many caſes where it is early and profuſe, it 
protracts the diſeaſe, and exhauſts the patient's 
ſtrength : I have frequently perceived this to be 
the caſe in rheumatic fevers, | 

If it does not relieve in twenty-four hours, 1t 
ſeldom does good. 

A relaxed ſoft ſkin, oppoſed to a dry, burn- 
ing heat, is more favourable than a copious diſ-

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Or THE GEN. oF FEWERS: I 
For this practice the Tartar Emetic ſhould be 
employed in-ſmall and divided doſes in ſolution. 
In general it will likewiſe prove gently laxa- 
tive, which renders the practice of ſweating: 
much ſafer in many doubtful caſes of inflamma- 
tory diatheſis. Other preparations of antimony 
may likewiſe be employed, which, by their ſlow: , 
folubility in the ſtomach, are leſs apt to excite 
vomiting : of theſe are all the calcined prepara- 
tions of antimony, in imitation of Dr. Fames's: 
Powder. —of this kind is the Calx Antimonii Nia 
trala, Ph. Edin. nov. Edit. and the Crocus Anti 
moni: Mitior of Dr. Lewis. 5 
The Calx Anutimonii, Ph. London, from the great 
proportion of nitre, is too much calcined to have 
any action or ſolubility. ' 43 
In all the calcined preparations of antimony,. *' | 
the action mult be uncertain, as depending on the: 
{tate of acidity in the ſtomach. 4 
In the early ſtages of fever, great advantages 
are derived from adding antimonial and purgative 
remedies together. . > 
In the exhibigion of emetics, advantages are 
derived from their not being given in their full 
emetic doſe at once, but in ſmall doſes, at ſhort 
intervals, ſo as to ſecure their vomiting effect: 
this is the modern and improved practice of giving 
the tartar emetic. - "BM 
When tartar emetic is given in ſolution, it 
ought to be diſſolved in wine. _ 
During the uſe of the calcined preparations of 
entimony, acids ſhould be avoided, which might. 
render their operation too violent. | 
During the nauſeating operation of antimonial 
preparations, the febrile anxiety, and even deli- 
rium, is often encreaſed, until ſome ſenſible eva- 
cuation is induced, which removes thoſe ſymp- 
toms, and brings on a crilis of the diſcaſe, 
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20 Or THE GENERAL CURE or FEVERS. 
The general action of the ſyſtem is encreaſed 
by b/:/ters, though the violent action of a particu- 
lar and deeply feated part is leilened by them.“ 
They ſeem to act more from their power of ſti- 
mulating than their power of- evacuating. 

They are Chiefly indicated in caſe of local 
pain and congeition in the beginning of fevers, 
and in the Jater ſtages of fever, they may be more 
freely employed to keep up the vis vitæ of the 
patient. 

Sinapiſms and rubefacients ſeem to act upon 
the ſame principles. 

Fomentations. to the lower extremities, fre- 
quently relieve the head in cafes of greater 
action, and by determining to the ſkin, remove 
the reſiſtance and ſpaſm upon the ſurface of the 
bod 

The f ſymptoms of debility are beſt removed by 
attention of the following rules : 

The moſt frequent cauſe of early debility is 
contagion applied to the body. 

The free acceſs of cold air to the ſurface of the 
body, corrects, and. even deitroys the action of 
contagion. 

In ſome caſes, cold water has even been ſuc- | 
ceſsfully applied for this purpoſe. 

Debility is greatly moderated by the action of 
"tonic and ſtimulating remedies; to this head be- 
longs the uſe of bark, ſerpentaria, and wine, 
3, 6, 7, 8. 10. 

Bark ought chiefly to be employed i in Caſes of 
remiſſion, with a ſoft ſkin, where the ſecretions, 
at leaſt once in twenty-four hours, are ſome- 

what more liberal In caſes of 'violent heat, 
' a dryneſs of the ſkin, a very quick pulſe, and 
Works of local congeſtion, it ſhould not be 


employed, 
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The ſerpentaria, and contrayerya will often 
ſupport the vis vitæ in low fevers, and rather 
promote the natural criſis of the diſeaſe. 


In caſes of extreme debility, with unequal and. 


irregular heat, a low quick pulſe, and much 
watchfulneſs, wine may be employed with great 
advantages; and ſleep, in all cafes of low fever, 
may be procured by opiates. 


In all cafes of debility, much evacuation by 


ſtool is to be avoided. 


The criſis of a low fever is generally beſt ef- 


feed by ſound fleep, or ſalivation. 
Symptoms of Putridity are removed, 


1ſt. By removing the patient from putrid or 


corrupted air. 


2. By a frequent. change of bed-clothes and 


linen. 

3. By vegetable and aſceſcent food. 
4. By evacuating the contents of the bowels, 
by cooling and aſceſcent purgatives, ſuch as Cre- 
mor Tartari and Tamarinds, which likewiſe, by 


their antiſeptic and diluent effect, correct the ge- 


neral ſtate of the animal fluids. 
When ſymptoms of putrefaction are accom=- 
panied with ſymptoms of great debility, then bark 


and other tonics may be employed with advan= 
tage. 


Bark is too important and active a remedy tas 


be em ployed with ſafety in all caſes of continued 


fever; it ſhould never be employed in caſes of an. 
inflammatory diatheſis; even in other fevers its 1 


good effects are chiefly pero in caſes of re- 
miſſion. 


In the general cure of fevers we have rathar: 
ſpoke of general indications than of the applica- 


tion of particular remedies. 
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CY THE GENERAL DIVISION oF FEVERS. 
Notwithſtanding in all fevers there is a diſpo- 
ſition to periodical returns and occaſional exacer- 
bation; yet in ſome they are ſcarcely obvious, in 
others more apparent, and in intermittent, per- 
fect and compleat. 

This has given riſe to a diviſion of fevers into 
continued, remittent, and intermittent. 

The continued are either inflammatory, accom- 
panied with violent action; nervous, attended 
with debility; or putrid, attended with appear- 
ances of putreſcency. 

In general, ne not ſo diſtinctly 
marked in the habit, Land in common practice, 
we find them of a mixed nature, and changing 
into one another, except when ſome particular 

* contagion has operate d. But as in all fevers, the 
plan, of cure. muſt be adapted to the ſtate of in- 
creaſed action, debility or putreſcency, we ſhall admit 
this diviſion of continued fevers into 7nflammator 3, . 
neruous, and putrid.. 


Or THE INFLAMMATORY FETEEE. - 


'The ſymptoms of the inflammatory fever are, 
a ſenſe of laſſitude, debility, and pain, univer- 
wlally felt in the bones, chillineſs and heat alter- 
nating one another; the pain becomes more ſe- 
verely felt in the ſhoulders, back, knees, and 
head; the heat becomes intenſe, with redneſs of 
the ſkin, eſpecially of the eyes and face, watch- = 
fulneſs, anxiety, a white tongue, dry ſkin, high 


coloured urine, and inflamed blood, coſtiveneſs, . 
and delirium. | | 
This fever generally. attacks thoſe who are of a 


a ſtrong plethoric habit of body, ſeldom the weak 
and relaxed; it ſeizes men more frequently than 
Women. 


Its 
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tion of cold to a heated body; viokent exerciſe, 


while expoſed to the burning rays of the ſun; , 


intemperance in eating and drinking vinous and 
ſpirituous liquors. 

It generally kills, by inducing inflammation 
and gangrene on mternal parts. 
By bad management, eſpecially.-the neglect of 
evacuations, and the too early ufe of ftimulants, 
it often degenerates into a-putrid fever. 

The ſymptoms of danger, are delirium, diffi- 

cult reſpiration, ſymptomatic eruptions, 1ntenſe 

heat, a very quick pulſe, and involuntary eva- 
cuations; which may*be oppoſed to a ſoftneſs of 
the ſkin, moderate heat, and fever, and a regu- 


lar freedom of the ſecretions, neither obſtructed 


on the one hand, nor profuſe or ei on 
the other. 
The cure of this A is beſt effected, 


1ſt. By blood⸗ letting, proportioned to the ſtate 


of the pulſe and ſtrength of the patient. 
2. By the means already laid dewn in order to 


moderate violent action, viz. The uſe of diluents, 


with acids and the neutral ſalts; the evacuating 
the prime vie, and determining to the ſkin by 
antimonials in emetics or nauſeating doſes, or 
joined With purgatives; abſtinence from animal 
food, and the application of bliſters to relieve 
local pain and congeſtion.

In the cure of this fever, all violent evacua- 
tions are, to be avoided, While a chief attention 


is to be paid in ſupporting the vis vite through

In the beginning of this fever, it is proper to 
give a vomit of ipecacuana, or tartar enictic ; 
Patients bear vomiting better than purging in 
this diſeaſe, a few grains of rhubarb and magne- 
ſha will be ſufficient to keep the body ſolublo, or 
emollient clyiters given from time to time. 

In this ſever, wine is one of the beſt cordials: 
it may be given either by itſclf, diluted with wa- 
ter, or made into whey ; it is moſt grateſul when 
in a cold ſtate. 

It renders the pulſe flower and fuller, pro- 
cures ſleep, takes off delirium, and ſupports the 


patient uncer profuſe ſweats and ſymptomatic

This fever has acquired its name from its ma- 
lignant nature, putreſcent ſtate of the fluids, and 
the livid eruptions which conſtantly attend it. 
The SYMPTOMS are an intenfe heat, alternat- 
ing with chillineſs, with ſome remifion, a hard, 
ſmall, frequent, and irregular pulſe; a violent 
pulſation of the temporal and carotid arteries; 
great proſtration of ſtrength, anxiety and dejec- 
tion of ſpirits, nauſea and bilious vomiting, pain 
in the head, inflamed eyes, finnitus aurium, a 
difficult, laborious reſpiration, with frequent 
lighing, and fœtid breath, univerſal pain, great 
reſtleſsneſs, delirium, a foul tongue, with fœtid 
ſordes about the teeth, great thirſt, the tongue 
ſometimes black and a without thirſt: the 
urine varies much, ſometimes when there is a 
delirium, it is pale; in general, however it is 
fœtid and high coloured, and all. the other ſecre- 
tions are in the ſame Rate; involuntary evacua- 
tions, hemorrhages with diſſolved blood, and 
univerſal livid and petechial eruptions, with gan- 
grenous aphthæ in the mouth and throat. 
This diſeaſe aſſumes a great variety of appear- 
ances, ſometimes the ſymptoms are inflammatory 
in the beginning; in which caſe, there is rigor, 
followed by encreaſed action; in other caſes, the 
diſeaſe is more early on the nerves, reſembling 
the nervous fever above deſeribed; in general 
there is much debility in the beginning, which

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The remote cauſes of this diſeaſe are; 

1ſt. The application of putrid and contagious 
vapour to the body.

A diarrhœa, or perſpiration, frequently re- 
lieves and takes off the delirium. 

The eruptious becoming more red and inflamed, 
are favourable. ; 
Numerous livid, petechial eruptions, black 
and gangrenous aphthz, dry, black tongue, with 
delirium, plucking the bed-clothes, no thirit, 
difficult reſpiration, tenſion of the abdomen, with 
fœtid and involuntary ſtools, partial and clammy 
ſweats, cold extremities, a quick, weak, and ir- 
regular pulſe, are extremely fatal. 


Or THE CURE oF ThE PUTRID FEVER. 


In caſes of plethora, with much increaſed ac- 
tion in the beginning, it may be proper to take 
away a few ounces of blood; this evacuation 
thould be managed with the greateſt caution, and 
in no caſes ſhould it be repeated. The head may 
be relieved with more ſafety by the application 

of leeches, or cupping-glaiies. 
The prime viz are to be evacuated by the

38 
diſeaſe there is much tenſion, and determination 
on the bowels, the neutral and aſceſcent purga- 
tives. . 
Emollient clyſters, either of warm water, or 
decoct. commun. Ph. Lond. tend greatly to di- 
lute the acrimony and fœtor of the contents of 
the large inteſtines ; they obviate that dangerous 
tenſion of the abdomen which occurs in this 

diſorder. 

A determination on the ſkin ſhould be kept up, 
by. the uſe of julep e camphora, with the vege- 
table acids, which are preferable to the foil 
ones. > 
The cordial and antiſeptic practice ſhould be 
united; this will lead to the uſe of wine, bark, 
and acids. 

Rheniſh wine, or old hock, is the moſt plea- 
—_ 

The cravings of the patient ſhould be attended. 
40 in the uſe of food and drink; they will always 
direct to the aſceſcent and antiſeptic. 

In this, as in other fevers, bark ſhould only 
de given in ſuch cafes as point out ſome obſcure 
remiſſion, and where there is no local congeſtion 
on the internal viſcera. It often relieves from 
profuſe and ſymptomatic, ſweatings ; its purga- 
tive effect is beſt corrected by ſmall doſes of the 
tint. thebaic. and in cafes of coſtiveneſs it 
ſhould be accompanied with ſmall dofes of rhu- 
barb. 

It is much ſafer in its operation when accom- 
panied with acids; in caſes where a determina» 
tion on the ſkin is deſired, the ſpirit. - mindereri 
may be given along with it. | 
Symptomatic diarrhea may be moderated either 
by opiates alone, or when united with aromas» 
ties.

In the diarrhœa of a putrid fever, the tinct. 
roſarum, and the ſaline medicine im an efferveſc- 
ing ſtate may be uſeful, from their correcting the 
putrid matter of the bowels. 

Bliſters are only. uſciul in ſupporting the vis 
vitæ in the decline of this diſcaſe. 

In caſes of aphthz the Decoct. pectoral. Ph. 
Lond. gently acidulated with acids, is frequently 
proper as a gargle. 

The epidemic and remitting fevers of warm 
climates, are chickly of the putrid kind, but in 
the beginning are ſometimes accompanied with 
ſo much encfeaſed action as to render it neccilary 
to take away a few ounces of blood. 

They differ chiefly from the putrid fevers of 
this country, in having more oppreſſion on the 
præcordia, a ſenſe of greater pain in the region 
of the ſtomach and liver, with early vomiting of 
a very acrid and offenſible bile; the ſkin is gene- 
rally tinged of a yellow colour, hence the diſeaſe 
has been called the bilious, or yellow f fever. 

In the Kaſt Indies, where perſons are expoſed 
not only to intenſe heat, but likewiſe to the pu- 
trid effluvia of wed mud, the ſymptoms of debi- 
lity are greater, and the progreſs of the diſeaſe is 
more rapid and fatal. 

The cure conſiſts chiefly in early evacuations 
by the primz viz, as above directed, and in cafes 
ot early remiſhon, the bars with acids, and other 
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In comparing the different accounts of practi- 
cal writers on the ſubject of fevers of different 
countries, and more particularly on the bilious 
and remitting fevers of warm climates, I am of 
opinion, that they do not differ eſſentially from 
thoſe which we have deſcribed, but as varieties, 
influenced by climate and the general ſtate of the 
atmoſphere, different temperaments, or conſtitu- 
tions,. and that the continued, and remitting - 
fevers are the ſame, requiring a method of cure 
ſuited to the ſtate of reaction, debility, or putridity, 
the prevalence of þ;/e, and the degree of re- 


mi ſſion. 

* are beſt brought on by aſſiſting in 
carrying off bilious accumulations by the united 
operation of tartar emetic, the neutral ſalts, or 
aſceſcent laxatives.

Or INTERMITTENT FEVERS: 


The ſymptoms of intermittents have been al- 
ready deſcribed under the title of general fevers, 
in the various ſtages of the paroxyſm. Vide:

They are diſtinguiſnhed by Sydenham into ver- 
nal and autumnal, the former frequently accom- 
panied with inflammatory diatheſis, the latter 
with the putrid.

They are diſtinguiſhable according to the fre- 
quency and duration of the interval, into ſingle 
quotidians, tertians, quartans, or into the dupli- 
cate. quotidians, tertians, or quartans, and per- 
haps they may be ſtill more anomalous fevers of 
other types. "0 | 

They generally ariſe from the exhalation of - 
eſſluvia from marſhy and low ſituations, and are 
favoured by moiſture. | .

The predi ſpoſition is relaxation and weakneſs, 
either induced by former diſeaſe, or by a thin, 
Watery and vegetable diet. 

Between the paroxyſins there | is a tendency. to 
ſweating, and an * aired appetite. 
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The duration of the diſeaſe depends» much on 
the character of the prevailing epidemic. 

The more regular the return of paroxyſms the 
more favourable is the diſeaſe. 

Epidemic intermittents are of more difficult 
cure than ſporadic ones; quartans, than tertians; 
autumnal than vernal. 

Quotidian intermittents ſometimes terminate 
in continued fevers. 

Appearances of jaundice and dropſy point out 
diſeaſed viſcera, which require a particular me- 
thod of cure. 


Or ruE CURE or INTERMITTENTS. 


In the cure of intermittents, an attention 
ould be paid to the preventing the recurrence 
of paroxyſms, conducting them in ſuch a manner 
as to render the ſolution of the diſeaſe perfect, 
and in removing ſuch circumſtances as may im=-- 

pede either of the above indications: 
The recurrence of paroxyſms is-beſt prevented, 
or their violence moderated, . 
iſt. By the exhibition of an emetic, ſo that 
its operation be nearly over before the accefſion 
of the cold fit. 
2d. By the uſe of tonics, of which there is 
great variety, either aſtringents alone, bitters

Of all tonic remedies, the peruvian bark is 
juſtly efteemed the moſt eFeQual, is 
It may be employed with great ſafety, in any 
period of intermittents, provided there is neither 
inflammation, nor appearances of obitruction in 
the abdominal viſcera. 


Obſtructions of the liver, dropſies, and athir 


conſequences. of intermittents, which have been 


commonly attributed to the bark, take their riſe 
from the recurrence of paroxyſms, from the ne- 
,glect of bark in the beginning, or from not uſing 
it in ſufficient quantity. 

In the intermittents of ſome climates, ac- 
0 mpanying particular epidemics, the inter- 
miſſion is not always perfect; however, the bark 
ſhould be given largely to obviate the danger

The bark ſhould be given largely, clpliatly 


as near the accethion.of. the paroxy ſin as poſlible, 
It ſhould be continued until the patient has 
miſſed ſeveral paroxyſms, and afterwards the 
quantity diminithed by ſlow degrees.

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In all caſes of inflammation, there is redneſs, 


WE tumour, and increaſed action of the veſlels, either 


of the inflamed part alone, or of the whole ſyſ- 
tem; tenſion, pain, greater irritability, and an 
impaired action of the organ affected. In gene- 


ral, the blood taken from the arm remains longer 


in a fluid ſtate, and in cooling ſhews a glutinous 
ſeparation on the ſurface, commonly called the 


inflammatory buff. 


Inflammation has acquired different names, 
according to the ſeat of it, as Phlegmon, Eryſipelas, 


&c. 


It is moſt commonly produced by ſtimulants 
directly applied to the part affected, but it is 
frequently formed in the hot fit of a fever, by the 


violent action of the arterial ſyſtem producing an 
unequal diſtribution of blood; in this caſe par- 


ticular organs ſuffer from a larger quantity of 
blood directed upon them; the general ſyſtem 
being affected, an inflammatory diathefis prevails, 
and the cold {tage of a febrile paroxyſm commonly 
precedes the urfeate.” e. ne 

The proximate cauſe of inflammation, and 


fever is frequently the ſame, both formed by the 


natura medicatrix excited by the ſpaſm br reſiſtence 
on the ſurface either of a particular part, or of the 
whole body. | phos gy 

The ſymptoms of increaſed heat, redneſs and 
action of the veſlels, and the effuſion into the 
ſurrounding parts, evidently prove an accelerated 
circulation and a pervious ſtate of veſſels; the 
phenomena of bliſters and the effects of direct 
ſtimulants clearly point out that obſtruction is 
not the cauſe of inflammation ; the idea of lentor 
and error loc; taking place 'in inflammation. is 
ill grounded, inflammed blood being thinner than 
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other blood, and with more difficulty coagulating 
into any degree of firmneſs. 

The remote cauſes of inflammation are, 

1. External ſtimulants. 

2. Mechanical violence. 

3. Cold applied under certain circumſtances. 

4. The peculiar action of contagion. 

Inflammation terminates into reſolution, ſuppu- 
ration, gangrene, ſcirrhus, effuſion, ſometimes of 
red blood, of pus, and frequently of gluten, pro- 
ducing adheſions eſpecially of membranous 
parts. 

Inflammation is ſaid to terminate by re/a/uzon, 
when the ſymptoms gradually abate, the texture 
and organization of the part remaining entire, 
the fluids effuſed under the moderate action of 
veſſels, abſorbed and received into the habit. 

Suppuration takes place when the action of the 
ele of the part, and the inflammatory diatheſis 
continue violent, the effuſion and accumulation 
of gluten conſiderable, eſpecially in yielding cel-, 
Jular membrane, the 'vellels acquire a power of 
ſecreting pus, ar the effuſed fluid by ſtagnation 
undergoes a proceſs of fermentation, diflabves the 
ſurrounding parts, produces a cavity for itſelf, 
frequently Turrounded by adheſions; this cavity 
is called an abſceſs. 

The ſymptoms of ſuppuration are, firſt, an 
encregſe of tumour and pain, a ſenſe of weight 
and throbbing in.the organ, the tumour becom- 
ing more ſoft and pointed; in cafes of inflam- 
mation, accompanied with inflammatory diatheſis, 
repeated and alternate chillineſs, frequently at- 
tended with ſevere rigors, are perceived, the ſenſe 
of pain abates, and in parts ſubjected to our view 
a ſenſe of fluctuation is felt. 

Pus is ſeldom formed in internal parts, and 
again abſorbed in the habit without ſymptoms of 
heftic fever, which are a guickneſs of the pulle,

returning rigors, and a great tendency to colli- 
uative ſweats? „ 3 

The ſymptoms of Hedtic fever ſhould be care- 
fully marked and diſtinguiſhed from intermittent. 

The character of an abſceſs; and its diſpoſition 
to heal, or become phagedenic will depend much 
in the ſtate of the fluid effuſed, and the degree of 
action in the veſſels of the part. 

In the caſe of gangrene, the matter effuſed be- 
comes putrid and corrupted, communicating its 
poiſonous and deſtructive effects to the integu- 
ments and cellular membrane, ſometimes, as in 
{phacelus, deſtroying blood veſſels and muſcles. 
The ſymptoms of gangrene are a ſudden loſs of 
pain and heat after violent action of the part, a 
ſoftneſs and loſs of elaſticity, veſieles on the ſur- 
face of the part, effuſing under the ſKin.an icho- 
rous and offenſtve fluid, a livid or black appear- 
ance, with a cadaverous ſmel}, a quick pulle, 
and a diminution of ſtrength. 

It has been uſual to conſider ſcirrhus as one ef- 
fett of inflammation, though I believe it may 
exiſt independant of it, and ſeems an indolent. 
W tumour of a gland, which from its ſtructure has 
= favoured the ſtagnation of a fluid in it. 
= In ſome caſes, as in inflammation of the lungs, 
blood is h into the cellular and veſicular 
ſtructure of that organ, producing ſuffocation and 
immediate death. 
In the inflammation of membranous parts, as 
the pleura and peritoneum, there is frequently 
produced adheſions and adventitious membranes, 
and it is not un common to find pus from the ſur- 
face of membranes effuſed, and collected on inter- 
nal cavities, accompanied with frequent rigors, 
and the uſual ſymptoms of Hectie Fever, without 
any appearance from diſſection O1 ulceration OT.

In the firſt ſtage of inflammation, the cure 
ſhould be attempted by promoting reſolution, 
which is effected by 

1. Removing the remote cauſes, which are 
obvious, and continue to operate. 

2. By diminiſhing the quantity of blood either 
in the whole ſyitem, or as directed to a peculiar 
Organ. 

3. By relaxing the whole ſyſtem, or diminiſh- 
ing the tone of a particular part. 

4. By increaſing the neighbouring ſecretions, 

All theſe indications are fulfilled by blood let- 
ting either general or topical. | 

By the uſe of purgatives, efpecially the cooling 
and antiphlogiſtic, by relaxing the ſkin by anti- 
monials and tepid diluents. —} 

By fomentations, or the vapour bath, directed 
on the parts affected. 

The violent action of the veſſels of an inflamed 
part may be diminiſhed by external ſedatives; 
Juch are the preparations of lead, zinc, copper, 
and mercury, when applicd in a very diluted 
ſtate. 

Reſolution is frequently promoted by bliſters, 
rubefacients, or other means of exciting greater 
action on the veſlels in the neighbourhood of the 
inflamed part. | 

There are many caſes of inflammation depend- 


ing on the relaxed, weakened, and paſſi ve ſtate of 


the organ, beſt removed by tonic remedies, and 
more active preparations of the metallic bodies. 
There are likewiſe caics of inflammation kept up 
by the action of a peculiar acrimony, beſt cured 
by alterative remedies ; ſuch as the preparations 


of mercury and antimony. Of the firit kind are

cauſe, and affections of the ſkin, not accompa-

In circumſtances where ſuppuration is unavoid- 
able, and probably. in ſome it may be deſirable, 
it becomes neceſſary to haſten the converſion of 
the effuſed fluid into pus, and to ſoften the inte- 
guments- and 1 parts, ſo as to promote 
its moſt favourable direction. {os 
The means employed to promote reſolution, are: 
to be omitted on the one hand, while we ſhould,. 
on the other, guard againſt exciting too much 
the inflammatory diatheſis of the habit. 
Suppuration is beſt: promoted by the applica- 
tions of warm cataplaſms and plaiſters to the 
parts, which foften the integuments, by keeping 
the part in a degree of fetus, and promote the- 
general view in ſuppuration.

In caſes of abſceſs, pus is frequently improved: 
and corrected by good air, a milk diet, the uſe 
of bark, and other tonics.

When it has already come on, every poſſible 
means of preventing its ſpreading, by exciting a 
ſuppuratory inflammation ſurrounding it, and by 
ſeparating the gangrenous from the found parts, 
by means of the knife. | 

The internal uſe of bark in a gangrene with 
atonia, ſhould be much employed; warm and 
antiſeptic fomentations and cataplaſms may be 
directed with advantage. 

Opium has lately been recommended as a ſpe- 
cific, ina particular ſpecies of gangrene. 3 

In caſes of ſcirrhus, the cure may be attempted | 
by ſmall doſes of the neutral ſalts, ſea-water, 
and alkaline remedies. In ſome caſes cicuta, 
mercury, and antimony, promote the reſolution 
of ſcirrhus. 

If a ſcirrhus be large, increaſing, looſe, and 
detached, it ſhould be cut out, or deftroyed by 
cauſtics. 

Fhhe electric fluid has been of late ſucceſsfully | 
directed, in diſcuſſing hard and indolent tu- | 
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mours. * 
The pain and irritation of a cancer may be | 

greatly relieved by. opiates. and cicuta, which, 

together with bark and mercury, frequently cor- 


rect the nature of the diſcharge; to which may 
be added a milk and vegetable diet. 

The external application of carrots, and other 
fermentable cataplaſms, remove the offenſive fœ- 
tor of the diſcharge. 

Arſenic and other cauſtics deſtroy the inequa= 
lities and fungous appearances on the ſurfaces. 

The early ufe of the knife, where it can be 
fafely employed, ſhould be preferred, before the 
Habit has ſuffered much. from the ſymptomatic 
hectic: 

In caſes of purulent effuſion on internal parts, 
accompanied with the ſymptoms of hectic fever, 
above related, myrrh, in fmall doſes, has been

it begins with rigors, ſucceeded by heat, pain 


in the head, great pullation of the arteries, in- 


flamed eyes, diſturbed ſleep, tinnitus aurium, 
great irritability, dry tongue, delirium with fury, 
derminating. in ſtupor and inſenfibility. 
The ſymptomatic phrenitis has been deſcribed. 
on the ſubject of fever. | 
The method of cure is in both the ſame. 


OF THE OPHTHALMIA. 


This is an inflammation of the membranes of: 
the eye, more eſpecially the tunica conj uncti va, or. 
adnata. 

It differs much in.its degree of violence, ſome» 
times more deeply ſeated, affecting the. more in- 
terior membranes, extending itſelf to the inner 
{urface of the palpebræ, and is attended with more. 
or leſs pain and tever. 


In ſome there is much heat and dryneſs, in - 


others an increaſe in the ſecretion of tears, which 
are of an acrid nature. 


In ſome it is epidemical, in. others intermit- 
tent, |

It frequently is complicated with ſerophulous 
or venereal complaints. 
Its remoter cauſes are, 
1. External ſtimulants, acrid and volatile of=

It is accompanied with a ſenſe of heat and pain, 
redneſs, and ſome degree of tumour.

The eye-ſight 
is imperfect, and the pain is much increaſed by 
light.

and accompanied with the uſual ſymptoms of 


inflammatory fever. 
The cure conſiſts in reducing the inflamma- 


tory diatheſis, by bleeding and purging, and in. 
diminiſhing the pain and irritability by local-ap- 
plications. In relaxed and ſcrophulous habits, . 
deobſtruent. and tonic remedies are the beſt ;. and 
in the venereal ophthalmia, the cure can only be. 
effected by mercurial and alterative medicines. 

If there be no general fever, topical bleedings. 
either by leeches, cupping-glaſſes, or by opening, 


the temporal artery, anſwer beſt. 
Bliſters applied to the head or behind the ears. 


often relieve. Setons, efpecially in the neigh- 


bourhood of the head, do good. 
In ſome caſes the . has been di-

and gangrenous fore throat; it has ſome flight 
excoriation on the tonſils and velum pendulum pa- 
lati, and has only given way to bleeding and pur- 
ging with tartar, emet. and infus, ſenæ, as at No. 2. 
The remote and proximate cauſes of this diſeaſe 
are ſuch as have been enumerated on the general 
ſubject of inflammation. 
There is ſeldom danger, except where the head, 
any ſudden tranſlation of the diſorder, 1s much 
affected, or ſymptoms of peripneumony may have 
come on. The cure conſiſts in reducing the in- 
flammatory diatheſis, by bleeding, either general, 
or topical, according to circumſtances, and by 
purging with the ſaline purgatives, or No. 2. ;

It begins with chillineſs, 1 by an in- 
tenſe burning heat, vertigo, pain in the head, 
and ſtiffneſs of the neck; there comes on a ſenſe 
of uneaſineſs in the throat, nauſea, vomiting, and 
ſometimes diarrhœa, anxiety, reſtleſsneſs, watery 

inflamed

inflamed eyes, great debility, fainting on ſitting 
in an erect poſture, a foul tongue, an eryſipela- 
tous redneſs on the ſkin, a low quick pulſe, early 
delirium, a diſcharge of an excoriating, fœtid, 
and ichorous fluid from the tonſils and noſe, ſome- 
times deſtroying and eroding the neighbouring 
parts. There is always an exacerbation of fever 
towards night. 

This diſeaſe ſeizes the weak and relaxed more 
generally, children and women therefore are the 
moſt frequent ſubjects of it. 

It is communicated by contagion, and rages 
with much violence at all ſcaſons of the year. 

It ſhould be diſtinguiſhed both from the in- 
Aammatory angina, and the angina mucoſa ery- 
ſipelatoſa, above defcribed. 

In the cure of this, all violent evacuations 

Thould be avoided. The patient generally finks 

under bleeding. 

An emetic of ipecacuana in the beginning af- 
Fords relief. : 

Diarrhœa may be moderated by No. II. 

A diaphoreſis may be brought on by No. 6. 

I.!n cajes of evident remiſſion of the diſeaſe, the 

bark ſhould be employed with freedom. 

The following antiſeptic gargles are well adapt- 
ed to promote the ſeparation of the gangrenous 

parts in the throat, and to promote the healing 

of the ulcers.

ANGINA TRACHEALIS. 


The inflammation in this diſeaſe is not obvious 
on looking into the throat, it affects the larynx, 
and upper part of the trachea, it is accompanied 
with an acute fever and conſiderable pain, the 
breathing is very difficult and laborious, the de- 

olutition? is little impaired, there is a ſinging noiſe 
as if the ſound iflued through metallic pipes, 
great anxiety and oppreſſion, and the patient is 
carried off by ſuffocation. | 

This diſeaſe rages among children, and has 
been called the croup. Dillcction has aſcertained 
its ſeat, and proves that it is an inflammation of 
tne trachea, frequently productive of an adven- 
titious membrane, or an effuſion of matter. It 
has been often miſtaken for a ſpaſmodic diſeaſe, 


and treated, though unſucceſsfully, by antiſpaſ- 


modics. This diſeaſe is very rapid in its pro- 
greſs, and frequently fatal. It ſhould be treated, 

eſpe cially 1 in the beginning, as the inflammatory 
angina, in which ſtage it is only curable. 


Or INFLAMMATION IN THE CAVITY 
oF THE T HORAX. 


I. Of Peripneumony and Pleuriſy. 


Thereis little foundation for diſtinguiſhing be- 
tween the peripneumony and pleuriſy, being af- 
fections of the fame parts, ariſing from the ſame

cauſes, and requiring the ſame method of curc, 


therefore they are both conſidered in this place. 


They may be defined an acute fever, accom- 
panied with difficult and painful. ret piration, 


frequent cough, and a ſenſe of weight or pain 


in the cavity of the cheſt, eſpecially during inſpi— 
ration. It generally begins with a ſenſe of Coid- 
neſs, ſucceeded by heat, a > bod pulſe, ſome- 
times ſoft, (p articularly If the e. 
ſubſtance 91 the lungs be affe ct d,) at other 
times hard and ſtrong, when 1 N is more 
eſpecially the ſeat of the diſeaſe e, anxiety, reſt- 
leſfineſs, inflamed blood, high weh urine, 


fluſhed countenance, a diffculty in lying on 


either fide, a dry cough attended with an en- 
creaſe of pain, ſhooting lancinating pains through 
the cheſt, as high as the ſcipulz and between 
the floutdeld. In the advanced and dangeroug I 
ſtate of the diſcaſe the pulſe becomes irregular, 
the breathing is more difficult, cold extremities 
and Partial iweats come on, with delirium and 
death. f 

This dil terminates by reſolution, in which 
caſe an eaſy expectoration comes on, ſometimes 
a whitiſh mucus ſtreaked. with blood ; in ſome 
. Caſes the reſolution is effected by hæmorrhagy 
from the noſe, by gentle ſweating, or a copious 
ſediment in the urine. 

Nature ſometimes, by exciting externally phleg- 
monic or eryfſipelatous. inflammation, relieves the 
internal parts. 

'The moſt fatal termination, is by the effuſion 
of blood into the cells of the lungs, producing 
immediate ſuffocation. 

It terminates in the effuſion of matter, ſome- 
times producing inflammatory adheſion, ſome— 
times abſceſſes, laying the foundation of phrihijis 
gumondlis and hectic fever. 
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-* The danger is derived from the degree of dif- 


ficulty in breathing, of fever, and cough, eſpe- 
cially continuing beyond the fourteenth. day with- 
out ſymptoms of expectoration and reſolution. . 
This diſeaſe generally ſeizes the vigorous and 
plethoric, or ſuch as have weak lungs; the moſt - 
frequent occaſional cauſes are cold and moiſture, . 
or violent exertions of the organs of voice. 
Symptoms of ſuppurationz. bloody effuſion or 
zangrene ſhould be attended to. Ay 
The indications of cure are beſt promoted by 
early and large bleedings, either general or to- 
pical, in ſome caſes even to ſyncope; by aſceſcent 
and cooling diluents, ſuch as nitre and the neu- 
tral ſalts, by gentle expeCtorants; at firſt the 
more relaxing ones, afterwards the more power- 
ful and ſtimulating ones, by the application of 
bliſters, and by moderating the cough by ſeda= _* 
tives and oplates, |

in a purulent ſpitting from ulcers in the lungs, 
with colliquative evacuations. 

It is firſt introduced by a dry obſtinate cough, 
weight and oppreſſion on the cheſt, and a ten— 
dency to an encreaſed ſecretion of cus in the 
morning. 

The fever is irregular, always encreaſed by 
eating, eſpecially animal food, accompanied 
with fluſhings in the face, an ted ſenſe of 
heat in the hands and feet, watchfulneſs, pro- 
fuſe ſweating towards the morning, which often 
alternates with diarrhoea. The tongue is often 
morbidly clean, there 1s a pale whiteneſs in the 
tunica conjunctiva of the eye, a gradual decay of 
ſtrength and fleſh; a difficulty of lying fome- 
times on the affected ſide, at Other times on the 
Oppoſite fide. In ſome cafes there is little or no 
expectoration in the courſe of the diſeaſe, in 
others there is little or no pain to be perceived; 
2 appetite frequently continues good to the Jail 

age. 

The violence of coughing, and a ſenſe of irri- 
tation in the Jarynx, produces vomiting eſpe- 
cially after eating. 

This is one of the moſt frequent diſorders in 
this country, and ſhould be early attended to, 
otherwiſe ſuppuration will take place and con- 
ſume the ſubltance of the lungs; ſuppuration is 
to be ſuſpected when the patient complains of 
irregular chilly paroxy ſms ſucceeded by heat, and 
attended with a fluihing in the face, with a dif- 
poſition to night ſweats; fuch cold fits have often 
been miſtaken for an intermittent fever, and fa- 
tally treated by bark and other means calculated 
for the cure of agues. 

This diſeaſe is often hereditary, connected with 
a ſanguineous and ſcrophulous temperament, it 
depends likewiſe on the bad conformation of the 
cheſt ; it frequently ariſes from an imprudent

Violent exertions of the organs of voice, 'or

{tances, by the air in breathing, may bring on 
inflammation, 


Perſons are more particularly.ſubje& to con- 


ſumptive complaints from the age of. eighteen ta 
thirty. | 
his diſeaſe is more rapid in ſome conſtitutions. 
than others, the ſcrophulous phthiſis is generally 
more gradual in its effects, its ſymptoms abate in 
the winter, return. with. more violence in the 
ſpring, and in general does not carry off the pa- 
tient in Jeſs than three or four years. 

In caſes of hæmoptoe, with much fever, the 
progreſs is more rapid. 

'The danger 1s 2 be eſtimated from the de- 
gree of fever, and diſpoſition to colliquative dif- 
charges. 

In the laſt ſtage the feet and legs become œde- 
matous, ſome degree of ſtupor and delirium 
comes on, but in general the ſenſes remain entire 
to the end of the diſeaſe, and the mind is confi- 
dent of a recovery. 

A phthiſis from hæmoptoe, is leſs dangerous 
than from tubercle, eſpecially when . evidently 
ariſing, and is ſtrongly marked by an hereditary ' 
temperament. | 

Perſons frequently recover from a vomica 
formed during a peripneumony; a mania has 
ſometimes removed-confumptive complaints. 

The pregnancy of women frequently retards 
the progreſs of a conſumption, which, however, 
often returns with additional violence after de- 
livery. 

A phthiſis pulmonalis is to ba conſidered. as 
proving fatal from a ſymptomatic hectic induced 
by ulcerated lungs.

In all cafes of hzmoptoe, eſpecially however 
when depending on a powerful prediſpotition to 
it, a ſuppuration is to be dreaded, and is beſt 
prevented by large and repeated bleedings, the 
cooleſt and molt aſceſcent regimen, avoiding 
exerciſe of body, and the keeping the belly ſo- 
juble by the gentleſt laxatives.

STOMACH. 


The ſymptoms are, an acute pain in the re— 
£10n of the ſtomach, à ſenſe of internal heat in 
he part, quick, hard contracted pulſe, great 


W and watchfulneſs, violent vomiting, 


eſpecially after taking any thing into the fto- 
mach, much thirſt, with great proſtration of 
ſtrength, hiccup, delirium, : cold extremitics and 
death. 

This diſeaſe may be brought on by the ſud- 
den application of cold, the repulſion of erup- 
tions, the tranſlation of gout . other diſor- 
ders, the operation of cauſtic and metallic poiſons, 
by taking in cold drink while the body is warm, 
and by taking! in a large quantity of undigeſtible 
food. 

Its fatal termination is into gangrene and 
ſphacelus. 

It is to be treated in the ſame manner as the 
inflammation of other parts. 

I. By repeated and large bleedings. 

2. By bliſters and fomentations. 
3- By mild and demulcent laxatives. 
4. By mucilaginous and oily diluents. 

. BY remedies which may decompoſe the acrid 
and cauſtic preparations of metals. 

In the inflammation of the ſtomach, little or 
no medicine can be token, till by bleeding, the 


 trritability of the organ is diminiſhed, 


It appears from diſſection, that the ſtomach and 
inteſtines have been inflar.ed without any re- 
markable degree of pain perceived by the patient; 
this has ſuggeſted the idea of different kinds of 


inflammation, as phlegmonic and ery ſipelatous of 


the ſtomach, 
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GE INFLAMMATION oF THE 
INTESTINES. 


In the mflammation of the bowels there is a 
fixed pain in the abdomen, attended with fever, 
coſtiveneſs, and vomiting ; the pain is chiefly 
felt in the region of the umbilicus. 

This diſeaſe ariſes from the ſame cauſes as pro- 
duce inflammation of the ſtomach. 

It may be induced by chohc, volvulus, or in- 
carcerated hernia. 

It terminates either by reſolution, effuſion of 
pus, Or gangrene. 

To the plan of cure recommended in inflamma- 
tion of the ſtomach may be added the uſe of pur- 

catives, eſpecially the following, in preference to 
the more draſtic and leſs bulky ones. 


During the uſe of purgatives, it may be proper 
. to give an opiate occaſionally, which diminiſhes 


mitation, and often promotes the operation of 
the purgative.

| LIVER. =_ 


It may be diſtinguiſhed either as affecting the 
ſubſtance of the liver, or the peritoneum which 
covers it. | 

The ſymptoms likewiſe vary according to the 
ſeat of the inflammation, either as affecting the 
concave and inferior part, or the more convex 
and ſuperior. 

The inflammation of the concave part of the 
liver is diſtinguiſhed by the following ſymptoms: 

An obtuſe ſenſe of pain and weight in the right 
hypechondrium, much heat, and anxiety of the 
prœcordia, the pulſe at firſt low, afterwards more 
quickened, a ſenſe of fulneſs and tenſion in the 
region of the liver, a loathing of food, ſickneſs 
and vomiting, thirſt, dry rough tongue, becoin- 
ing black, a pale ſunk countenance, frequently 
of a yellow colour, troubleſome hiccup. 

In the inflammation of the ſuperior and con- 
vex part of the liver, the pain 1s more acute, at- 
tended with difficult and painful reſpiration ; the 
pain extends high in the cavity of the thorax, af- 
fecting the clavicle, and reſembling plcuriſy ; 
there is generally ſome degree of cough, and the 
patient cannot lie on the left ſide. 

In both caſes there is great debility, and in ge- 
neral the diſeaſe is preceded by a rigor. 

'The diſeaſe terminates on the fourth, ſeventh. 
or eleventh day, and the reſolution 1s accompa- 
nied either with a critical diarrhoea, ſweat, or a 
copious ſediment in the urine. If the inflamma=- 
tion does not abate, it terminates in ſuppura- 
tion. 

The liver is ſubject to a more chronic inflam- 
maticn, which terminates in ſcirrhus. 
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The remote cauſes of this inflammation are 
ſometimes a præternatural enlargement of the 
omentum, the violent operation of emetics, ſud- 
den application of cold to a heated body, the ir- 
ritation of acrid bile, or biliary concretions. 

It is a very frequent diſeaſe in warm climates, 
particularly in the Eaſt-Indies, and it frequently 
terminates either in ſuppuration or ſcirrhus. 

An early and judicious treatment renders it a 
leſs dangerous diſeaſe, than the inflammation of 
many internal organs, 


A violent and continued hiccup, much fever, 


great thirſt, a paleneſs and coldneſs of the extre- 
mities, while the other parts of the body are in- 
tenſely hot, are the moſt fatal ſymptoms. 

The liver frequently ſuppurates, ſometimes 
pointing outwards, at other times pus is diſ- 
charged by ſtool; in general the body gradually 
waſtes under the common ſymptoms of hectic, 
with frequent rigors and colliquative ſweats. 

The liver may remain in a ſcirrhus ſtate for a 
long time without much inconvenience, eſpeci- 
ally if an attention be paid to regimen; it how- 
ever ultimately brings on ſymptoms of jaundice 
and dropſy, which ſeldom give way to medi- 
Cine. 7 | 

The cure of this diſeaſe conſiſts, 

1. In early and liberal bleeding. : 

2. In ſaline and antiphlogiſtic purgatives. 

3. Fomentations and clyſters frequently re- 
peated. 1 | 


4. Application of bliſters-to the region of the

The ſymptoms are, a ſenſe of heat, pain, ſome- 
times tumour and redneſs in the region of the 
kidney, a numbneſs of the leg and thigh of the 
affected fide, the urine high coloured, and in 
ſmall quantity, accompanied with pain, diffi- 
culty in diſcharging it; the patient in general can 
J 5 more eaſily on the diſcaſed than the oppoſite 
ide. 

There is generally nauſea and vomiting, with 
much febrile heat and anxiety. 

The diſeaſe is frequently preceded by a cold fit, 
terminating, as in other caſes of inflammation, in 
intenſe heat, 

The kidney is ſubject to ſuppuration and gan- 
grene. 5 

Delirium, with pale urine, or an obſtruction 
to its ſecretion, are fatal ſymptoms; the piles 
frequently relieve the patient; pus is frequently 
diſcharged by urine, and is the moſt natural out- 
let in caſes of ſuppuration; at other times it is 
effuſed into the cavity of the abdomen, and is 
productive of hectic ſymptoms. 

The cauſes of this diſeaſe are wounds, contu- 
fions, or calculi in the organ, violent exertions 
in attempting to carry great weight, concuſſions 
of the body, by violent exerciſe cither on horſe- 
back or in rough carriages ; the ſuppreſſion af 
the piles, menſes, or other habitual evacua- 
tions. 

The cure is beſt effected by, 

1. Bleeding, and the application of leeches to 
the hæmorrhoidal veſſels. 

2. Emollient clyſters and fomentations.

A ſtrangury is a difficult and painful diſcharge 


of urine, with a conſtant teneſmus. 

It may be diſtinguiſhed into the acute, a9 dec 
pending on inflammation, or into the chronic, as 
independant on inflammation. 

In a ſtrangury, the urine is diſcharged by 
drops, with a continual deſire to empty the blad- 
der; the ſtimulus We returns, and becomes 4!

In the caſe of inflammation there is fre- 
quently fever, with much heat, and a great ten- 
ſion in the abdomen, pain in 'the region of the 
bladder, anxiety about the præcordia, and vo- 
miting. 

In the caſe of ſtrangury from the preſence of a 
calculus, there is little or no fever, great pain in 
the extremity of the penis, with an encreaſed ſe- 
cretion of mucus in the urine; the only infallible 
teſt, however, is its diſcovery by the proper in- 
Krunlent introduced for that purpoſe. 

A ſtrangury frequently ariſes from obſtructions 
In the courſe of the urethra, though from the ſen- 
ſation which ſuch ſtrictures produce, the patient 
frequently ſuppoſes the diſeaſe to be en in the 
neck of the bladder. 

The cauſes of ſtrangury are many: 

1. The internal uſe of cantharides, camphor, 
ig or other ſtimulating diuretics. 

Inflammation of the bladder, ſometimes, 
though ſeldom, terminating in ſuppuration. 

3. Hemorrhoidal tumours. 

. Gouty irritation. 
. Calculous concretions. 

1 the caſe of inflammation, the cure is to be 
effected by biceding, gentle laxatives, oily clyſ- 
ters and fomentations, mucilaginous and aqucous 
diluents. 

The paralyſis of the ſubſtance of the bladder 
occaſions a difficulty of making urine, while a 
palſy of the ſphincter of the bladder occaſions an 
incontinency of urine. 

In the former caſe, the urine muſt be frequently 
drawn off by the catheter, and ſtimulating 2 
ters be frequently injected. 

The chaly beat and tonic plan of cure generally 
ſucceeds. 

In caſes of incontinence of urine, to which 
perſons advanced in life are extremely ſubject, the

Or THE RHEUMAT ISM. 


This diſeaſe is diſtinguiſhed into the acute, and? 
chronic, the former accompanied with fever and 
inflammation, the latter with little or none. 

The ſymptoms of the acute rheumatiſm are 
laſſitude, rigor, a ſenſe of weight and coldneſs in 
the extremities, a quick pulſe, thirſt, great reſt» 
leſſneſs, and obſtinate coſtiveneſs; the tongue is 
generally very foul, and covered with a.white mu- 
cus. In a day or two after the attack, an acute 
pain is felt in one or more joints of the body, 
which is ſoon followed by tumour and inflamma- 
tion; the pain and. tumour are very moveable in- 
to other joints, the urine is very high coloured, 
and frequently depoſits a ſediment ; the pulle is 
generally very ſtrong and quick, and there is 
ſometimes a diſpoſition to profuſe ſweating, which 
never affords the. leaſt relief. „ 

There are tranſitory and acute pains in, the 
cheſt, and muſcles of the body, with ſymptoms 
of. cough and catarrh. | 

The acute rheumatiſm is not. a diſeaſe which 
proves frequently fatal, but it leaves the body ex- 

tremely weak, very irritable, and much diſpoſed 
to a relapſe. | 

It has no regular period of termination; it ſome= 
times 1s protracted to ſeveral weeks, though it 
ſhews an early tendency to remiſſion. 

The chronic rheumatiſm is not ſo much of the 
inflammatory nature, is marked chiefly by irregu=- 
lar and immoveable pains in. different muſcles of 
the body, often affecting their tendinous apaneu= | 

ꝛoſis and ligaments without tumour or inflamma- 
a tion;

tion; ſuch pains are greatly influenced by the 
ſtate of the weather. 

The rheumatiſm ſeldom occurs in warm cli- 
mates; in this country it generally prevails in 
ſpring and autumn. 

The moſt frequent occaſional cauſe is the ſud-- 
den application of cold to a heated body, eſpeci- 
ally it at reſt; cold operates more powerfully 
when attended with moiſture, and when applied 
to the body with leſs than its uſual covering. 

It is a diſeaſe which attacks every age, but 
more eſpecially thoſe of a plethoric habit, who 
indulge much in animal food, and lead an inactive 
life, 

The inflammation is chiefly ſeated in the veſlels 
running on ligaments and the apaneuroſis of muſ- 
cles, and extending afterwards to the cutaneous: 
veilels. 

It ſeldom ſuppurates into pus, but it often ter- 
minates in a gelatinous effuſion in ligamentous and 
tendinous parts, which produces a ſtiffneſs, and 
ſometimes an anchyloſis of the joints. 

A ſenſible and gradual diminution of the fever 
and inflammatory ſymptoms is preceded either by 
a moderate encreaſe of perſpiration, . a copious ſe- 
diment in the urine, or a diarrhoea. 

Sometimes a fatal tranflation of the diſeaſe 
from the external parts to the head, with delirium. 
and pale urine, kills the patient. 

In the acute rheumatiſm, the cure is to be at-

There are many inſtances, as in the lumbago 
and ſciatic, which are generally conhdered as 
chronic rheumatiſm, as not being attended with 

external appearance of inflammation, which gives 
way chieffy to bleeding and purging, in prefer- 
ence to the warm and ſtimulating practice gene- 
rally employed. 


3H OF THE GOUT. 
| This diſeaſe is difficult to deſcribe, though it 
chiefly ſhews itſelf by an affection of tie joints, 

| : "" - yet. 
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yet it often attacks internal parts, and 
the moſt irregular and anomalous appearances. 


It may be conſidered either as hereditary or 


acquired, or as being regular or irregular; it has 
likewiſe been diſtinguiſhed as leated in different 


parts of the body, giving riſe to the terms podagra, 
chiragra, gonagra, &c. 

A paroxyſm of the gout is generally preceded 
by laſſitude, torpor, and dejection of ſpirits, loſs 
of appetite, nauſea, acidity, eructations, flatulency, 
coſtiveneſs, and other diſorders of the primæ vie. 

The paroxyſm begins with a ſevere pain in the 
foot, generally on the great toe, a ſenſe of cold- 
nets in the legs, ſome degree of Horripulatio and 
fever. 

The pain becomes more ſevere, affecting the 
tarſal and metatarſal bones of the foot; towards 
the morning the parts begin to ſwell and inflame, 
2 gentle moiſture on the foot comes on, and the 
ever and pain abate; the ſymptoms return again 


towards the evening, the mind is very irritable, 
the urine is bigh coloured, and depoſits a ſediment; | 
the tongue is foul, the body is coſtive. The 


more acute the paroxyſm, in general its duration 


is leſs; it generally goes off with an itching of 


the parts, and a deſquamation of the cuticle. 


Though in young habits, and on the firſt at- 
tack of the diſeaſe, it is generally confined to the 
feet, yet in more violent and unfavourable caſes. 
it attacks the other joints of the body, leaving 


them extremely weak, with a diſpoſition to the 


{ccretion of a chalky matter upon them. In theſe 
caſes the diſeaſe is protracted almoſt the whole 


year, and ſeldom Jeaves the patient entirely; the 
paroxyſm is feldom critical and ſufficient for un- 
loading the ſyſtem, the ſtrength is gradually im- 
paired, and the diſcaſe falls on internal Organs, 


producing apoplexy, lethargy, palſy, aſthma, and 


aſſumes 


mnflam- 
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inflammatory affections of the flomadch and other 
' viſcera, nauſea, vomiting, diarrhoea, &c. 

This diſeaſe generally attacks men, ſeldom wo- 
men, virgins or eunuchs, chiefly thoſe of a fe- 
dentary and ſtudious life, of a full and plethoric 
habit, and who have indulged much in the uſe of 
animal food, fermented liquors, and venery. 

It is frequently hereditary, in which caſes it 
occurs independant of any abuſes in eating and 
drinking. 

In conſtitations naturally prediſpoſed to it, 
it is invited by the application of cold to the feet, 
by fatigue or anxicty of mind, by repeated bleed- 
ing, as tending to weaken the body, by violent 
ſprains, fatty and indigeſtible food. 

From the fulleſt attention to the ſymptoms and 
remote cauſes of this diſeaſe, I am led to con- 
clude, that plethora and debility joined, conſti— 
tute its proximate cauſes, and to the removal of 
which, inflammatory ſymptoms, eſpecially in the 
extremities, are excited, 

The more ſevere and painful the paroxyſm is, 
the ſhorter is its duration, and-the intermiſſion is 
the longer. 

A regular paroxyſm of this diſeaſe contributes 
much to the cure of other diſorders, and the re- 
ſtoration of the body to perfect health. 

The diſeaſe is more eaſily cured in young per- 
ſons than old pcople. 

There is no effectual cure for hereditary gout, 
or in caſes where the diſeaſe continues to attack 


indiſcriminately every joint of the body, and to 


produce chalky concretions. 
In conducting the cure of this diſeaſe, we 


ſhould conſider the means proper to be employed 
either in the intermiſhon, or in the paroxyim ; 
we ſhould likewiſe attend to the remedies neceilary 


to palliate ſymptoms. 
| In 
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In the intermiſſion the digeſtive powers ſhould. 
ye reſtored by the occaſional uſe of tonic and cha- 
]ybeate remedies, ſuch as Bath water, Sc. By» _ 
keeping the bod y- ſoluble, by uſing exerciſe, by - 
the fleſh-bruſh,-by going to bed early, and riſing 
ſoon in the morning, but above all, the moderate 
uſe of-antmal-food and fermented liquors ; and in 
ſome caſes of inflammatory and hereditary gout, 
by a total abſtinence: from animal food and ſpiri- 
tuous liquors, - confining the diet to milk and ves 
getables. | 

During the paroxyſm of a regular gout, little 
more is neceſſary than-to moderate the fever and 
keep: the belly ſoluble. : 

In the caſe of ineffectual efforts on the extre- 
mities, and where the-internal parts are affected, 
bliſters applied to the extremities, and warm 
opiates taken internally, will have the deſired 
purpole.

In all caſes of gout it is neceſſary to keep: the 
ſurface of the body warm, but more eſpecially the 
lower extremities, ſo as to keep up the cuticular 


diſcharge. 
OF THE ERYSIPELAS. 


It is an inflammation of the ſkin,- much diſ- 
poſed to ſpread over a large furface, accompanied 
with pain, heat, tumour, and redneſs. 

It is generally preceded by a conſiderable de- 
gree of rigor, terminating in the hot fit of a fever, 
thirſt, reſtleſlneſs, frequent pulſe, inflamed blood, 

proſtration of ſtrength, pain in the head, voir.it- 
g, delirium, and coma. 

2 the ſecond, third, or fourth day, the {kin 
becomes tenſe and tumid, with redneſs and pain, 
and is frequently covered with puſtules, contain- 
ing a thin fluid, conſiderably elevated above the 
ſkin, after ich the fever generally abates. 

The tumour continues to ſpread, and often at- 
tacks the lower extremities, abdomen, and glan— 
dular parts of the body, but more frequently the 
face; there is often a general enlargement of the 
head, with ſtupor and delirium. 

IF the Kiſeaſe terminates favourably by reſo- 
lution, the tumour gradually ſubſides, the pain 
and fever abate, the ſkin becomes of a yellow 
colour, and there is a. deſquamation of the cu- 

ticle. 

If the diſeaſe terminates in ſuppuration, it is of 
a phagzdenic and gangrenous kind, and ſeldom 
proves favourable. 

The diſeaſe is of a contazious nature, and 
there is evidently a morbid and malignant acri- 
mony introduced into the habit. 

The eryfipelas is eaſily diſtinguiſhed from 
ee by the effect of preſſure the. 2 —

In more gentle attacks of this diſeaſe there is 


ſeldom danger, but in violent attacks, eſpecially 


on the head, with delirium and coma, the danger 
is confiderable ; the degree of danger in this diſ- 


eaſe may be in ſome meaſure aſcertained from 


the ſtate of the pulſe, and the degree of the vis 


vit 
An eryſipelas repelled from the ſurface of the 


body frequently induces internal inflammation, 
aſthma, convulſions, and proves generally fatal. 


The indications of cure are to moderate the 
fever, and to promote the neceſlary ſecretions ; 


vite muſt be ſupported, and every means em- 


ployed to keep up the inflammation on the exter- 


nal parts, 


The fever may be moderated by bleeding, ac- 
cording to the degree of ſtrength in the patient, 
by diluents of the aqueous and demulcent kind, 


by gentle laxatives, and mild diaphoretics. 


The vis vitæ is ſupported by bliſters applied to 
theextremities, or ſometimes to the neighbourhood 1 
of the diſeaſed organ, and by warm and cordial³ü 


medicines. 


In caſes of gangrene, with a ſunk low pulſe, 


the bark and ſerpentaria ſhould be given freely. 


In general, however, the diſeaſe being of the ___. 


inflammatory kind, may be greatly aggravated by 
2 ſtimulating and cordial regimen. | 


The beſt application to the inflamed parts is z 
the farina of oatmeal, and perhaps other farinas & 
ceous matter; all repelling and oily applications 


ſhould be avoided. 


In the cure of gangrene, the ſame means are - 


recommended as mentioned in page 42.

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Or Tue. SMALE-POX, 
This diſeaſe may be divided into four ſtages : 


1. The primary fever. 2, The eruption. 


3. The ſuppuration. 4. The ſecondary fever. 
This diſeaſe generally attacks a perſon with 
horripulatio, ſucceeded. by heat and univerſal 


pain, more eſpecially of the head, loins and 


throat; thirſt, heat, reſtleſineſs, a. quick hard 


pulſe, nauſea, vomiting, redneſs of the eyes and 


drowſineſs. 


The patient frequently complains of a pain in 


the ftomach, ſometimes in the ſide, or the region 
of the kidney. 


Adults have profuſe ſweating, and infants epi- 


leptic and convulſive fits. 
This fever generally laſts for a few days before 


the eruption appears, and in general is of an in- 
flammatory nature. 


In the confluent ſmall-pox the eruptions begin 


en the ſecond or third day, in the diſtinct kind, 


on the third, fourth, or fifth day from the attack 


of the fever; it appears like flea- bites, firſt on the 
face and upper extremities, and afterwards on the 
trunk of the body and lower extremities ; they 


are inflamed, elevated above the ſkin, and become 


painful. In the confluent ſmall-pox the fever 
abates but little, on the eruption in the more 
diſtinct kind it frequently altogether diſappears, 
About the ſixth day after the eruption is com- 


pleated, in the confluent and coherent ſmall-pox,. 


and ſometimes even in the more diſtin, a ſaliva- 


tion comes on; in infants there is frequently 2. 


diarrhoea. 


The fauces become inflamed, painful, and at- 


tended with a difficult deglutition; about the 
ſeventh day the eye-lids ſwell, and are glued to- 


gether, ſo that the patient is generally blind for 
a few days. The face generally ſwells, the baſis 
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of the puſtules are red and inflamed; about the 


eighth day they tend to ſ uppuration, which finiſhes - 


the proceſs of eruption. 

The puſtules are diſtended with pus, firſt on 
. the Mee; afterwards on other parts of the body, 
in the order in which they appeared; the ſaliva 


O 


becomes very tough and thick, the fauces become 


more inflamed, the ſkin is very painful, and the 
patient cannot ſleep; the proceſs of ſuppuration 
is generally finiſhed about the tenth day. 

The puſtules then begin to dry, to turn yellow 
firſt on the face and upper extremities, after- 
wards in the lower extremities; a ſecondary fever 
frequently comes on, eſpecially. i in the confluent © 
ſmall-pox, with a hard full pulfe, much thirſt 
and anxiety, and ſymptoms often of peripneu- 


mony, or pleuriſy ; the inflammation on the face 


gradually ſubſides, the ſpitting is greatly dimi- 
niſhed, the arms and hands are generally much 


} 


ſwelled, which continues to encreaſe until the - 
tumour on the face, and the. ſalivation entirely - 


ſubſide. 


In the ſecondary fever, delirrum,” coma, and 


inflammation of ſome of the internal viſcera often 
Kill” the -patient; ſometimes the viſcidity of the 
ſaliva, the tumour of the fauces, and infarction 
_ of the noſe threaten ſuffocation:”- 


In general, the fate of the patient is deter- 
minable from the eleventh to the ſeventeenth - 


day; the ſkin is covered over with a dry cruſt, 
which afterwards:ſeparates, and leaves frequently a

mark behind. The criſis of the ſecondary fever - 


is either accompanied with a diarrhœa or ſedi- 


ment in the urine. 4 
It is difficult to: diſtiriguifh the febrile attack in 


this difeaſe from many others, the pain in the ſto- 


mach and drowſineſs are . the pathogno- 
monic fymptoms. 
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ceſſion of ſymptoms in the various ſtages of the 
puſtule, renders the diſtinction eaſy. 


In the chicken- pock there is little fever, either 


preceding or aceompanying the eruption, the 
puſtule does not always begin in the face or up- 
per extremities, it maturates ſooner, and diſap- 
Pears more early and ſuddenly. It may be com- 
municated by inoculation, therefore this incon- 
venienee ſhould be avoided in the choice of vario- 
lous matter. 

The ſmall- pox are moſt favourable when the 
eruption is late and flow in its progreſs; the moſt 
malignant ſmall- pox rage chiefly in the autumnal 
months, or beginning of winter. 

The diſeaſe is generally milder: in children than 
adults. 

If the pain in the ſtomach or fide be Were, i it 
generally precedes the confluent ſmall-pox. 

The more confluent the diſeaſe, eſpecially on 
the face, the more danger there is, eſpecially it 
the fever remains during and after the eruption is 
compleated. Delirium after the eruption is bad; 
a ſudden depreſſion of the puſtule, or ſwelling of 
the face, with a ſuppreſſion of ſaliva, is unfa- 
- Yourable. 

Much redneſs and inflammation about the baſis 
of the puſtule, is more favourable than paleneſs 
and flatneſs. 

A whitiſh viſcid pus diſtending the puſtule is 
favourable, as oppoſed to a browniſh, thin, 
ichorous, and frequently bloody fluid. 

Livid, flat puſtules, with hæmorrhagy, prove 
immediately fatal. 

Before the practice of inoculation, this diſ- 
eaſe uſed chiefly to appear in the ſpring and ſum- 
mer, more rarely in autumn, and generally ſub- 
ſided in winter,

The variety in the diſeaſe. already deſcribed, I 
depends on the temperament and ſtate of the body 
at the time of its application, and not on the na- 
ture of the variolous fluid. > 


T he violence of the ſmall- pox is greatly. dimi- 
niſhed by inoculation. 


The advantages of this practice are chiefly the 
following : 


1. The choice of the ſubject, the time of life, 0 
m_ ſeaſon of the year. 
The preparation by regimen and medicine-. 


The avoiding. the uſual occaſional cauſes 
Which aggravate the diſeaſe. 


4. By the choice of the matter, and manner of 
applying it, and probably from its being then in 
the carly period of infection. 


5- The introduction of a ven ſmall quantity 
of the matter. 


6- The occaſional uſe of purging after the in- 
oculation. 


. The free expoſure to a cool air. 
The practice of all theſe meaſures have atk 
greatly to the moderating the diſeaſe. 
The indications of cure in the ſmall-pox, are, 
1. To moderate the primary fever, ſo as to 
produce a diſtinct, inſtead of a confluent erup- 
tion. | 
This is done by bleeding. in caſes of vial 
action in a full and plethoric habit; by vomiting. 
and purging, which ſhould be attended to in al- 
molt every caſe. on the accęſſion of the. diſeaſes,

by tae uſe of acids, and cooling diluents ; 
keeping the body in a cool air. 


and by 


In every {tage of the ſmall pox, animal food 


ſhould be avoided. 
In the convulſions of children which precede 


the eruption, an opiate is of great ſervice. 


If the fever ſhould continue after the eruption, 


it may ſometimes be neceliary to bleed, but more 


generally proper to promote purging, ad to en- 


courage the application of cold air. 
If a loſs of ſtrength ſhould come, with ſymp- 


toms of putrefaction, a petechial appearance on 


the puſtule, with other ſymptoms of debility, in- 


terrupting the proceſs of ſuppuration, Peruvian 
bark with acids may be given with great ad- 
vantage. 


Dr. Sydenham has recommended to give {mall 
beer, and the ſpiritus vitrioli tenuis freely in 


caſes of great maliznancy and putrefaction, * 
in- ſuppreſſion of urine to take the patient out of 
bed and expoſe him to cold air. 

In- caſes of pain, reſtleſsneſs, and anxiety. after 
the- eruption, and through the whole courſe of 
the diſeaſe, an opiate may be given with advan- 
tage, taking care to avoid its coſtive effects: by 
ſoluble medicines. 

In caſes of great. violence and danger, either 
from debility, or the ſudden tranſlation of the 


external ſwelling, it is proper to apply bliſters to 


different parts of the body; if the throat and 


fauces are particularly affected with a tough ſali- 
va or mucus, bliſters to the throat way be uſed 
with advantage. 1 

In the ſecondary fever, ſymptoms of- inflam- 

mation frequently and ſuddenly come on, which 
require bleeding and purging. 

In ſome caſes ſymptoms of putreſcency come 
On, which may require gentle purging, but more 
particularly give way to bark and acids. 
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In ſome caſes, eſpecially in infants, ſymptoms 
of ſuffocation and difficult breathing come on 
which give way to nauſeating and. even emetio 
doſes of antimonial-remedies. . hee 

There is no diſeaſe where a pure and dephlo- 
giſticated air, as produced by chemical art, ſeems 
more neceſſary than in this; vid. Dr. Prieftley and 
Dr. Ingenhouſe's publications on the means of 
correcting. the atmoſphere, and of producing de- 
phlogiſticated air. - 

All anomalous appearances of ſmall-pox are 
bad, under which are included the cryſtalline, . 
filiquoſe, and verrucoſe, to be treated as violent 
kinds above mentioned. 

Infection is beſt prevented by an attention to 
cleanlineſs, and avoiding every communication 
with the infected perſon, or thoſe who-have fre- 3 
quented the houſe, or come into contact with: , 
his clothes. BG

This diſeaſe has three ſtages: 1. Contagions. 
2, Eruption. 3. Their change into a farina-- 
ceous ſtate, Ma 

It begins with. rigor, ſucceeded by heat, thirſt, . 
white tongue, , head-ach, drowſineſs, ſneezing,.. 
cough, with ſymptoms of-catarrh, watery in- 
tamed eyes, ſometimes ſickneſs and vomiting. - 

About the fourth day there appear ſmall red 
ſpots, running together, and ſomewhat elevated 
above the ſkin; they appear firſt on the face and 
upper extremities, and afterwards on the trunk _ 
of the body and lower extremities. . | 

The ſickneſs or vomiting; generally abates, but 
the cough and fever often continue, with difficult 
relpiration and ſymptoms of .peripneumony. 
| The patient frequently ſweats profuſely, and 
15 ſeized: with diarrœ . 

: About: 
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Or THE MEA S LE S.. 
About the ſixth day the puſtules dry on the 
face, and afterwards on other parts of the body, , 
and there is a deſquamation of the cuticle. 

About the ninth day they.are not to be per- 
C1. ceived, but the body 1s-covered over with a kind 
1 of farina. The fever ſhould abate about this 

F time, but very often is accompanied with ſyinp- 
toms of peripneumony and inflammation ; a diar- 
rhœa ſometimes continues obſtinate after the 
diſeaſe is over. 

The ſymptoms are relieved either by hæmor— 
rhagy, ſweating, diarrhœa, or a ſediment in the 
urine. 

The diſeaſe ariſes from the application of a. 
peculiar poiſon, which is more volatile and dif- 
fuſive in air than the ſmall pox are; it principally 
affects the mucous membrane of the body. 

The diagnoſis is determined by a knowledge 
of the prevailing epidemic, ſneezing, coughing, 
and the watery inflamed eyes, together with the 
eruption... | 

The diſeaſe is moſt dangerous when the erup- 
tion is ſlow: a gentle diarrhcea and a ſoft ſkin 
moderates the fever. The ſudden diſappearance 
of the eruption, with delirium and any livid ap- 
pearance, threatens immediate death. 

Much redneſsor paleneſs, proſtration of ſtrengti, 
vomiting, reſtleſsneſs, difficult breathing, or pe- 
techial ſpots announce much danger. 

It generally rages about the month of January, 
until the vernal equinox, and diſ-ppears in July. 

It generally attacks children, and weak and de- 
licate habits. 

The diſeaſe is moſt ſucceſsfully treated, 1. Ey 
bleeding, which relieves the cough, and perip- 
neumonic. ſymptoms; a light vegetable dict, 

cooling and acidulated liquors. 

In order to mitigate the cough, pectoral me- 


dicines and anodynes are to be employed. 
Perſons 
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Perſons in the meaſles do not bear the cold air, 
as in the ſmall-pox. 

Any tendency to hectie and conſumptive diſ- 
orders ſhould be .obviated: by moderate exerciſe, 
a country air, a milk and aſceſcent regimen; 
iflues and open bliſters frequently relieve the in- 
ternal parts, and make a ſucceſsful effort towards 
the external parts of the body. 

In ſome caſes, though rarely, the meaſles have 
aſſumed a putrid form, and required bark and 
antiſeptic medicines. 


Or Tues DYSENTERK 


This diſeaſe is accompanied with fever, te- 
neſmus, frequent ftools, with pain in the bowels; 
in general the ſtools are extremely putrid, and 
tinged with blood. 

It may be diſtinguiſhed into the ſporadic or 
epidemic, into the more mild or malignant, into 
ſuch as is attended with blood, or 3 the abraded 
mucus of the bowels. 

The hiſtory of the diſeaſe is as. en | 

The patient for ſome days complains of a loſs 
of appetite, diſtenſion of the abdomen, with laſ- 
ſitude, a horripulatio, which is ſueceeded by a 
quick pulſe, great heat, reſtleſsneſs, nauſea, vo- 
miting, pain in the ſtomach, anxiety of the 
præcordia, violent griping, frequent ſmall ſtools, 
which are bloody, ſanious, mucous, often in a 
ſtate of putrid fermentation, and mixed with 
fleſhy, ſkinny, fibrous matter, much borborigmz, 
and flatulency, teneſmus, ſtrangury, and pralapſus 
aui, great debility, a-ſenſe of burning heat on the 
Internal parts, with cold extremities, hiccup, and, 
cold ſweats ; in the laſt ſtage the pain diſappears, 
and the feccs are diſcharged involuntarily ; the 
pulſe links.and intermits before death, 


It 
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It appears from the diſſection of morbid bo- 
dies, that the colon and rectum are chiefly the 
- teat of the diſeaſe; they are preternaturally thick- 
encd, exulcerated, and the villous coat abraded, 
and there-are ichorous puſtules on the internal 
ſurface of the great inteſtines. 

It is diſtinguiſhed from the diarrhœa from its 
being accompanied with more pain and teneſmus, 
as well as bloody ſtools; the fever, however, 
| which is moſt generally of the putrid kind, is the 
[| chief diſtinction. 
| This diſeaſe is very uncertain in its event; it 

is moſt dangerous when it attacks weak and ſcor- 

butic habits, perions ad /anced in age, or gravid 
U women. 
[i Vomiting with hiccup are dangerous ſymp- 
i toms. 
9 An univerſal and gentle moiſture on the ſkin, 
together with a ſediment in the urine, are favour- 
able ſymptoms ; convulſions with delirium, a very 
quick and weak pulſe, are bad ſymptoms ; aphthæ 
in the throat, with a dry fauces and cult de- 
glutition, threaten immediate danger. 

The dyſentery attacks thoſe who have been for- 
merly ſubject to it, and ſuch as have any conſti- 
tutional debility of the ſtomach or inteſtines, Who 
have been ſubject to bilious complaints, and who 
have ſuffered from improper and corrupted food. 
An improper expoſure to cold and moiſture, eſpe- 
cially in hot countries, readily induce it. 

The epidemic dyſentery rages chiefly in the au- 
tumnal months, when the evenings are cold after 
very hot days. 

It is a contagious diſcaſe, and generally ariſes 
from putrid matter introduced into the body, 

? It is greatly favoured by that ſtate of atmo- 

1 ſphere Which promotes putrefaction. 

The cure of the dy ſentry is beſt conducted by 

evacuating carly the primæ viæ. 
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Or Tux DYSENTERY, 

For this purpoſe the combined action of emetics 
and purgatives proves the moſt ſucceſsful. 

It is chiefly after large eVacuations, that ipe- 
cacuana in ſmall doſes, or opiates to palliate te- 
neſmus, do good. 

The operation of rhubarb is too inconſiderable 
here, and the more active ſtimulating cathartics, 
as calomel, and the reſinous purgatives frequently 
irritate and inflame. 

The neutral ſalts anſwer beſt; nor are we to 
be diſcouraged from their uſe by the frequency of 
ſtools, which are generally little more than mu- 
cus evacuated from the rectum by teneſmus, while 
hardened feces are often lodged in the colon. 
In ſome caſes. where the patient is of a very 
plethoric habit, and ſymptoms threatening in- 


flammation come on, bleeding may be proper. 
The acrimony of the contents of the inteſtines 


ſhould be diluted by mucilaginous and demulcent 
fluids, emollient clyſters, and ſometimes with 
opium, which takes off the irritation, and quiets 
the teneſmus. 

The occaſional uſe of opiates do good, and. 
ſometimes mixed with ipecacuana, as in Dover's 


Powder.

In ſome caſes it may be neceſſary to apply fo- 
mentations and even bliſters to the abdomen. 

Great care ſhould be taken to avoid expoſure 
to the effluvia of dy ſenteric ſtools, and the other 
occaſional cauſes of this diſeaje. 

In caſes of diarrhoea, aſtringents wid opiates 
may be uſed with more freedom ; rhubarb 22 rs 
beſt in ſuch caſes ; ſtomachic and tonic medicines 
with bitters are very Proper, and necellary to pre-

In this diſeaſe there is a conſtant and violent 
diſcharge of bile by vomiting and purging. 

The diſeaſe 1s preceded "by nidorous eructa- 
tions, heart-burn, pain of the ſtomach and in- 
teſtines, afterwardSexcefive vomiting and purging. 
of a bilious matter of diftercnt colours, diſtention 
of the abdomen, quick, weak, and unequal pulſe, 
pain, and ſpaſm of the extremities, violent pain 
in the region of the umbilicus, retention of urine, 
cold ſweats, hiccup, palpitation of the heart, 

and univerſal convulſions. 
| The remote cauſes are food of difficult digeſ- 
tion, rancid butter, the colder fruits, ſuch as cu- 
| cumber and melon, and perhaps molt fruits uſed 
in exceſs; active and violent purgatives, poiſons, 
viclent paſſions of the mind, and very acrid

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This diſeaſe prevails in the autumnal months, 
from an expoſure to cold evenings after very hot 
days. 
A gradual diminution of ſymptoms, eſpecially 
the vomiting, ſucceeded by ſleep, and a gentle 
moiſture on the ſkin, afford a favourable prog- 
noſis, while ſpaſm of the extremities, with great 
debility and intermitting pulſe, with foetid vo- 
miting, are unfavourable. . 
The cure depends upon early dilution, and 
promoting the vomiting by chicken broth, warm

water, and the like; frequent emollient clyſters 


are likewiſe proper. 
In caſf's of ſpaſm and convulſions, opiates 
| ſhould be given with freedom. 
Anodyne and warm plaifters may be applied 
with advantage to the abdomen. 
The diarrhoea ſhould not be ſuddenly or totally 


checked. 
The tonic plan by bark and chalybeats may be 


laſtly employed to remove the prediſpoſition to 
any relapſe. 


Or HAMORRHAGY. 


By hzmorrhagy we mean an effuſion of blood 
from the vellels of a living body. 

It may be diſtinguiſhed either as active or paſ- 
ſive; by the former we mean hæmorrhagy de- 
pending on an encreaſed action of the veſlc]:, 
Either of one part, or of the whole body, gene- 

rally preceded by the paroxyſm of a fever, and 
attended with inflamed blood; by the latter we 
mean ſuch as either depends on ſome local injury, 
or from the diſeaſed ſtate of the animal fluids, 
and which is not neceſſarily accompanied with 
inflammation or fever.

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Or HEMORRHAGY., ' 89 
It is more particularly the former, or active 
hemorrhagy, which we ſhall treat of in this 
place. 5 „ 
Active hæmorrhagies generally occur in ple- 
thorie habits, and thoſe of a ſanguine tempera- 
ment; they appear in the ſpring or beginning of 
ſummer. | . 
A A ſenſe of weight, oppreſſion, tenſion, or heat, 
are generally felt in the region of the part, before 
the blood appears. There is frequently a cold 
and hot ſtage of a fever, which precedes the hæ- 
morrhagy. | | WY 
The pulſe is generally full, frequent, and 
hard, and becomes fofter as the hæmorrhagy ad- 
vances. 4 E 3 
When hzmorrhagy depends on internal cauſes,, » | 
it is very apt to recur, and ſometimes at ſtated 
periods. | 3 
Hemorrhagy from an internal cauſe, is owing, 
to an encreaſed determination of blood to a par- 
ticular part, producing a greater action of veſ- 
ſels in that part, by which the blood is poured 
into veſſels whoſe capacities do not naturally re- 2 
ceive it, ſo that their extremities are diſtended, 
and an effuſion takes place. ö 
As the growth of the human body does not 
proceed equally in every part of it, the cauſes of 7 
diſtention are unequally applied; ſome parts of 
the body are neceſſarily firſt evolved, therefore 
they acquire their utmoit bulk ſooner than 
others. . 1 
This appears particularly with regard to the 
head, whole parts are firſt evolved, and therefore 
ſooneſt acquire their full ſize; this doctrine is 
more fully explained in our Preliminary Lectures 
on the Phyſfiology. > re | 
The Hemorrhagy of the noſe is that which 
occurs firſt, from any increaſed determination of 
blood to the head. | | 
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90 Or HAMORRHAGY. 

This Hæmorrhagy takes place before the pe- 
riod of puberty. * 

An hæmoptoe is the hæmorrhagy which takes 
place after the age of puberty, from a defect in. 
the balance between the ſyſtem of the aorta and 
the pulmonary vefels, or from an inequality of 
growth, giving riſe to a narrow cheſt, or pro- 
ducing that effect which may impede the free ac- 
tion of the lungs. 

From the period of puberty, to thirty-five 
years of age, the hzmoptoc molt generally takes 
place. 

In the latter periods of life, the hæmorrhagies 
which occur are chiefly from the venous ſyſtem, 
as from the extremities of the hæmorrhoidal 
veins. | 
— Venous blood effuſed on the internal ſurface 
of the bowels, produces hæmorrhagy of a black 
coloured blood. 

Venous blood effuſed into the cavity of the 
cranium on the brain, produces apoplexy. 

So that the diſpoſition to arterial hæmorrhagy 
is in the early periods of life; to venous hæmor— 
rhagy in the more advanced periods of life.

It is difficult to define this diſeaſe, its ſymp- 


toms being ſo various and anomalous, though 3 
eſſentially differing from all other diſeaſes. ; 

Its remote cauſes are, cold and moiſture, ac= 
companied with corrupted animal food, and bad

. diſeaſe which chiefly rages at ſea, and 

in northern latitudes, 

It more eſpecially attacks thoſe who have been 
exhauſted by preceding diſorders, who are of an 
indolent diſpoſition, and who are leſs attentive to 
cleanlineſs. 

The blood, and other animal fluids in this 
diſeaſe, point out a proceſs of putrefaction having 
begun in the body.

Kquors, cold water taken largely by a heated 
body, .a ſuppreſſion of the menſes, hemorrhoids, 
and other evacuations; irregular gout determined 
on internal parts, violent bæmorrhagies or other 
evacuations, which have reduced the ſtrength 
of the patient, preceding aithma, diarrhcea, 
phthiſis pulmonalis, jaundice, intermittent and 
other fevers, ſcirrhous viſcera, polypi in the 
heart, and other cauſes which may impede the 
return of venous bluod to the heart. 
In all caſcs of dropſy, the powers of abſorption» 
are inſufficient for reſuming into the habit, the 
fluid which is effuſed into the different cavities of 
the body. 

From the enumeration of cauſes already given, 
it will be eaſy to apply them to particular caſes, 
which may be neceflary for the purpoſe of more 
ſucceistully treating the diſeaſe. 

In the anaſa ca the body is pale, the animal 
fibres ſoft and yielding, the feet and legs cedema=- 
tous towards night, while the cellular membrane 
of the upper extremities appears diſtended with 
water in the morning. 

In ſome, the accumulation and diffuſion of 
water in the cellular membrane 1s univerial, the 
urine is ſecreted in ſmall quantity, and there is 
in general a conſiderable Cegreee of dyſpncea. 

In the aſcites, there is a conſiderable tumour of 
the abdomen from the diſtenſion of water between 
the peritoneum and abdominal viſcera. There is 
frequently a great difficulty of breathing from its 
preſſure on the diaphragm; a ſenſe of fluctuation 
may be perceived, the upper extremities are waſt- 
ed, there is generally much thirſt, the urine high 
coloured and in ſmall quantities, a diſpoſition to 
piles, a pale emaciated countenance: the anaſarca 
and aſcites are frequently complicated. 

In a dropſy of the ovarium, the progreſs of the 

umour is very ſlow and —— there is leſs

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ſenſe of fluctuation, there is little or no thirſt; and

the health of the patient is very little affected.“ 
In the drops pectoris the difficulty of breath- 
ing is moſt conſiderable; it often returns ſuddenly 
in the form of a paroxyim, a dry cough, fluttering 
irregular pulſe, and very often with anaſarcous 
appearances in other parts of the body. 
A dropſy is ſometimes removed by a diarrhœa, 


an increaſe in the ſecretion of urine, or the rup— 


ture of the ſkin. 

An aſcites is diſtinguiſhed from the tumour of 
pregnancy, by the countenance of the patient, 
the ſenſe of fluctuation, thirſt, and general de- 
bility; the diſtinction is more difficult in caſes of 


encyſted dropſy. 


The prog noſis is very uncertain; if the appetite 
be preſerved, if the urine be encreaſed, and no 
appearance of diſeaſcd viſcera, the patient may 


de reſtored. 


If again on the other hand the viſcera be ob- 
ſtructed and diſeaſed, with much thirſt, cough, 


- weakneſs, and waiting of the body, and more 


eſpecially a ſallow or jaundice complexion, then 
the cure is more uncertain. 

The cure of dropſy chiefly depends on the pro- 

er uſe of evacuations. 

The moſt effectual means of diſcharging water 
from the different cavities of the body, but more 
eſpecially in the aſcites, is, 

1. By purging and vomiting. 8

Does an abſtinence from ques contribute to

By external applications, gentle ſupport by 
bandages, friction, cold bathing, a dry and pure 
atmoſphere, moderate exerciſe; in ſome cafes 
mercury as an alterative has been found ſ ucceſsful; 


in caſes of ſuppreſſed evacuations, an attention 
ſould be directed in order to e them. 


In recent caſes of aſcites, the paracenteſis 


has heen moſt ſucceisfully employed; and in 
anaſarcaus caſes, where there is a great on 


of the cellular membrane, inciſions in the extre- 


mities, or bliſters applied, will often relieve, 
| while 
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while proper means are employed. to obviate the 


gangrene of the parts. 3 
The treat nent of the hydrocele, ah other caſes 


of encyſted dropſy, will be underſtood from what 
we have already obſerved ; and the propriety of 
preferring the radical cure by inducing inflamma- 
tion and conſequent adheſion, when it can be 
done with ſafety, to the more palliative cure. 
There are ſome ſymptoms very peculiar to the 
hydrocephalus, which ſhall be taken notice of in

The aſthma is an impeded and difficult reſpira— 
tion, attended with the fear of ſuffocation. 

it is diſtinguiſhed into the periodical or con- 
tinued, into the humid or dry aſthma, into the 
idiopathie or ſymptomatic. 

It ariſes from various cauſes, among which may 
be reckoned the following : 

A vitiated ſtate of the atmoſphere, violent paf- 
ſions of the mind, the repalhs n of eruptions and 
cutaneous inflammation, the drying of old ulcers, 
the receding of gout, water in the cavity of the 
thorax or cells of the lungs, obſtructions of the 

| bronchial tube, and a certain irritable ſtate of the 
organs of reſpiration, more eſpecially the dia- 
phragm. 8 

In the periodical aſthma, the following ſymp- 
toms occur in the paroxyſm: 

1. Flatulency and diſtenſion of the ſtomach, 
with-a ſenſe of ſtricture, heat, fever, drowfinefs, 
head-ach,-nauſea, - and pale urine. g 

The Jungs fee] rigid, the breathing is diſturbed, 
gencral torpor, eſpecially of the extremities, and 
in the night-time all the ſymptoms are encreaſed - 
bilious vomiting frequently comes on, aninvoJun- 4

_ pulſe, palpitation of the heart, a livid counte-

nance, with a ſenſe of immediate ſuffocation. 


Ihe difficulty of breathing gradually abates, ſome 
degree of expectoration comes on, the urine de- 
poſits a ſediment, and the paroxyſm ceaſes, 


In the more violent attack of the diſeaſe, œde- 


matous tumours of the hands and feet come on, 
and the patient becomes dropſical or conſumptive; 
ſometimes the diſeaſe terminates in apoplexy and 


palſy. 


The prognoſis is more favourable in young 


than old habits, and in caſes from repreſſed eva- 


cuations, than from other cauſes; the more 
frequent and violent the paroxyſm, the worſe. 

It proves generally fatal when it terminates in 
a peripneumony ; it is more eſpecially dangerous 


when the pulſe is irregular and intermittent, ſyn— 
cope, pally of the lungs, palpitation of the heart, 


and the urine ſecreted in ſmall quantity. 

The extremities become cold, the pulſe is 
mal! and obſcure, the breathing becomes more 
difäcult, and the patient dies. 

In the continued aſthma, there are ſymptoms 
wich reſemble catarrh, the diſeaſe does not re- 
turn by ſevere paroxyſms, the diſpncea is relieved 


dy expectoration, and the patient becomes very 
ſenſible to the leaſt variation in the ſtate of the 
atmoſphere. | 


In the 'periodical aſthma, the ſtricture is re- 


moved by nauſeating doſes of emetics, by clyſters, 


by the pediluvium, by the uſe of opiates and other 
antiſpaſmodics. In ſome caſes of great ſeverity; 
bleeding may afford a palliative relief.

Or INDIGESTION FROM THE WEAK 
ACTION or THE STOMACH AND 
INTESTINES. 


This is a diſeaſe towhich ſtudious and ſedentary 
perſons are extremely fubjece. | 
It is frequently induced by grief and anxiety, by 
gluttony, by too flatulent and farinaceous a diet, 
by violent and exceſſive evacuations, the abuſe of 
active emetics and purgatives, preceding diſorders, 
eſpecially of the liver, and is ſometimes connected 
with hyſteric and hypochondriacal complaints. 

The proximate cauſe may be a weakened and 
irregular periſtaltie motion of the ſtomach, which 
may affect the power of the menſtruum ſecreted 
by the ſtomach, on which the digeſtion and ſolution 
of our aliment depe nd. 

The patient com alas of anxiety and diſtenſion, 
with flatulent eructations, a diſagreeable ſenſe of i 
oppreſſion after cating, heart-burn and acidity,

eſpecially when the ſtomach is empty, the body is 


either coſtive, or there is a diarrhoea, the appetite 
Irregular, ſometimes good, a weak, ſmall pulſe, 
generally ſlow, but eaſily quickened. : | 

Anxicty of mind, vertigo, palpitation of the 
heart, great watchfulneſs, heat and fluſhing after 
eating, and many ſymptoms in common to hypo- 
chondriacal complaints. 15 

Such diſorders of the ſtomach are frequently 
obſtinate and of difficult cure, and very liable to 
return on the leaſt irregularity. 

They are beſt obviated, 

i. By emptying the ſtomach, by a few grains 
of ipecacuana, and aſſiſting the operation of the 
vomit, by an infuſion of camomile flowers, or 
other agreeable bitter. 

2. By the uſe of tonic bitters in ſmall doſes, 
together with gentle chalybeats.

Theſe diſeaſes particularly prevail in 
warmeſt climates, and in the rainy ſeaſons. 

The diſeaſe, when particularly affecting the 
muſcles of the neck, and thoſe ſubſervient to the 
motion of the jaw, is called the lock jaw. 


They are very dangerous diſeaſes, and fre- 


quently carry off the patient in three days. 
The cure is to be attempted in plethoric habits, 
by bleeding and evacuations. 


In other caſes the cure is chiefly promoted by 


the liberal uſe of opium and warm bathing. 
In ſpaſmodic diſeaſes from external cauſes, an 


attention is to be directed in moderating the irri- 


tation by removing the cauſe. | 


Bliſters applied to the neck and throat have 


been found uſeful. 


Some ſucceſsful trials have lately been made of : 
the uſe of mercurial friction, ſo as ſpeedily to 


bring on a falivation. | bw, 
Tonic remedies and the cold bath may be after- 
wards employed for the recovery of the patient.

In this diſeaſe there is an abolition of all the

The hy/teria chiefly affects females, the un- 
married or widows; in ſome caſes the more deli- 
cate and irritable of the male ſex, and thoſe who 
have led a ſtudious and ſedentary life. 

The remote cauſes are various; among the 
principal are the following:

The melancholia is moſt frequent in the dull 
and ſtudious, and thoſe who have ſuffered by re- 
peated misfortunes and diſappointments. | 

The mania is more frequent with thoſe who

thoric, and in ſome who have a dry tenſe animal 


fibre. | 

The remote cauſes may be referred to the fol- 
lowing : | 

I. The mind too intenſely directed to one ob- 
ject, paſſions of the mind, ſuch as grief, ſadneſs, 
fear, joy, hope, and more eſpecially love, falſe 
terrors of the deity, immoderate venery, pre- 
ceding febrile diſorders, violent evacuations, or 
the ſupprethon of natural ones. 

A ſedentary life, and frequently an hereditary 
conformation of parts. 

In cafes of melancholia the alimentary canal is 
Chiefly affected, and the prædiſpoſing cauſes are 
frequently the ſame with thoſe taken notice of in 
the ſubjects of hy/teria and hypochondriacum malum. 

In the melancholia the patient is timid, watch- 
ful, dejected, addicted without a cauſe to anger, 
variable in his temper, ſolicitous about trifles, 
ſometimes avaricious, at other times profuſe; 
the body is coſtive, urine pale and in ſmall quan- 
tity, oppreflion on the przcordia, with flatulency, 
ſrequent vomiting of aerid bile, pale countenance, 
ow pulſe, a keen appetite, a credulous and per- 
verted imagination, anticipating evils, followed 
by ſuicide, 5 | 1 
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In the mania there is a wildneſs of the counte- 
' nance, with redneſs of the eyes, the habits and 
manners much changed, pride and hatred, watch- 
fulneſs day and night, head-ach, tinnitus aurium, 
immoderate laughing, violent anger, producin 
the moſt ungovernable rage, eicher A d 82 
another or himſelf, an immoderate appetite for 
venery, an expoſure with impunity to the ex- 
tremes of cold and hunger; the parox/ ſm termi- 
nates in ſtupor and melancholy. | 

In the paroxyſm the animal and vital functions 
are remarkably vigorous. 

The prognofis is more favourable when the 
diſeaſe ariſes from ſuppreſſed evacuations, than 
from long habits of intemperance, or from any 
indiſpoſition of the body, than in caſes where the 
health is good, while the mind is only affected; 
it is better to have the exceſs of joy than ſadneſs. 

In many caſes the diſeaſe is moderated, and in 
ſome removed by hæmorrhagy, diarrhoea, ſcabby 
eruptions, hemorrhoidal evacuations, and the 
menſtrua] diſcharge. g 

There is no confidence to be placed in remiſ= 
lions, eſpecially of hereditary mania. 

The intention of the phyſician is to diminiſh _ 
an impetus, and quantity of fluids' fent to the 
head, and to keep up the other fecretions, © 
The heads of cure conſiſt in the following 
rules:

OF ThE VENEREAL DISEASE. 


T his diſeaſe ariſes from the immediate contact 
of a poiſon of a peculiar nature, eſpecially with 
the mucous membrane, or an ulcerated furtace. 
It generally firſt acts on the part to which it is 
applied; it is ſometimes, however, abſorbed into 
the habit, and depoſited by fecretion on parts of 
the body which were not primarily or originally 
expoſed to the infection, as the throat, the noſe, 
the perioſteum, the ſkin, &c. 

The ſymptoms are various and anomalous, 
which ariſe from the action of this poiſon. 

They differ frequently in their degree of vio- 
lence, depending probably on the quantity or 
quality of the vrras, the length of time which the 
parts have remained in contact with it, and the 
conſtitution of the patient. 

There is no peculiar prophylactic which can be 
altogether depended on'; the waſhing the parts 
immediately alter c coition with a little ſoap and wa- 

ter, 
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ter, and a diluted ſolution of the cauſtic alkali, by 


brandy or other ſtimulative fluid, will encreaſe 
the ſecretion of mucus from the parts, and there-

by remove the diſeaſe. i 
It may be diſtinguiſhed under two heads, 1. As 
a local diſeaſe-not yet abſorbed into the ſyſtem. 


2. As a confirmed lues, in conſequence of being 


abſorbed by the lymphatic veſſels, and conveye 
to different parts of the body. 


The gonorrhœa may be conſidered and treated 
ſucceſsfully as a local diſeaſe ; while the lighteſt 
ulcer, or ſymptoms of the diſeaſe occurring in re- 
mote parts of the body, ſhould be treated as 2 


confirmed pox. ; 5 

In the gonorrhœa, a gentle, pleaſing titillation 
is felt in the extremity of the glans penis, generally 
about the fourth day after coition with an infected 
perſon, a tranſparent lymph or mucus is diſ- 


charged from the orifice of the urethra; there is a 


degree of redneſs ſurrounding the orifice, with 


fulneſs and tenſion of the glans: penis; there is 
pain with a ſenſe of heat in making urine, more 


eſpecially felt about half an inch from the orifice 
of the urethra. 135 1 2 
In a day or two there is a purulent fluid dif- 


charged and ſecreted from the inflamed ſurface of 
the lacunæ of the urethra, the inflammatory ſymp=: 
toms ſometimes extend along the whole ſurface of 


the urethra, even to the neck of the bladder; 
there is ſometimes blood diſcharged with pus; there 


is frequently a chordes, or an involuntary and 
painful erection, with an incurvature of the penis. 


Theſe ſymptoms become milder, there is leſs; 


pain in evacuating the urine, the purulent diſ- 
charge, which was yellow and thin in the in» 


flammatory ſtage, becomes whiter and thieker, 


the erections are not ſo frequent or painful, there 


is leſs tumour of the parts, the e

ſoft and flexible, and at laſt the diſcharge diſap- 
pears, and the diſeaſe is removed 

The ſame ſymptoms occur in women, with 
ſome little variation, ariſing from the diverſity in 
the ſtructure of their organs. 

It begins with an unuſual increaſe of ſecretion, 
and a ſenſe of irritation in the vagina; there are 
appearances of tumour and redneſs in the parts, 
which renders coition painful; there is leſs diffi- 
culty in making water; the diſcharge appears 
equally purulent as in men, and it gradually diſ- 
appears by an abatement of the diſcharge, and a 
diminution of the inflammatory ſymptoms. 

The venereal virus acts by inflaming parts to 
which it is applied, and likewiſe poſſeſſes a power 
of aſſimilating with the animal mucus, and con- 
verting it into its own kind, as by a fermentable 
proceſs. 

The pus is ſecreted from an inflamed furface, 
very ſeldom ulcerated. 

The inflammatory ſymptoms are generally pro- 
portioned to the degree of virulence and infection; 


S ſymptoms ſimilar to a gonorrhœa may be induced 


by other means which inflame the urethra, but 
the purulent difcharge is not infectious. 

The diſeaſe is milder in women, but often of 
more difficult cure than in men; the ſooner the 
diſeaſe appears after infection, the more violent 
the ſymptoms of inflammation are; the more ex- 
tenſive it is, the more difficult is the cure. 

The diteaſe admits of a natural cure, favoured 
by dilution, an antiphlogiſtic regimen, and reit 


this is, however, tedious and uncertain, there- 


fore it may be equally and effectually cured by art. 

The cure conſiſts in diminiſhing the inflamma=- 

F tory ſymptoms, and fometimes exciting a greater 

E.. action in the diſeaſed parts | 

The body ſhould be kept ſoluble by cooling 

"and laxative medicines, as ſulphur, cremor tar- 
tari, the neutral ſalts, and the like, 
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The urine ſhould be diluted by drinking plen= 

tifully of watery fluids, with gum arabic or ether 
vegetable mucilages. 

The irritation on the inflamed ſurface ſhould 
be moderated by the uſe of injections, ſo mild as 
to produce little or no pain in the urethra ; their 
firſt operation is often followed by an increaſe in 
the difcharge, which afterwards abates and be- 
comes thicker. 

All the injections in common uſe are either 
of lead, copper, zinc, or mercury; the follewing 
formulæ are well adapted to the purpoſe.

The prejudices againft the uſe of injections, 
diluted to the degree of giving no pain, are ill 
founded, nor do they ever tend to render a go- 
norrhœa into a confirmed pox. 
It frequently happens that after the virulent 
and inflammatory ſymptoms are gone, a conſider- 
able diſcharge takes place from the relaxation and 
debility of the parts; this is generally called a 
gleet; it gives way to the internal uſe of the 
heating balſams, the uſe of bark, tonics and cold 
| bathing, either topical or general. I have ſeen 
many inſtances of its being removed by inducing 
inflammation in the parts, by bougies, cantha- 
rides, and ſome of the former injections leſs di- 
luted, ſo as to excite much pain and ſymptoms 
of ſtrangury. 3 
The inflammation of the urethra, from its vio- 
lence extending along the courſe of the vaſa de- 
S Fferentia, from too much exerciſe, the uſe of ſti- 
mulating ifjections, and other means increaſing 
_ inflammation; induce an inflammation of the 
teſticle, accompanied with much pain and tu— 
mour. This is to be remove by bleeding, purg- 
ing, fomentations, and the antiphlogiſtic regi- 
| men; it is to be conſidered only as a caſe of local 
diſeaſe. | 
As the inflammation abates in the teſticle, the 
running appears again from the urethra. 
Turbith mineral and other active emetics fre- 
quently do much good in this diſeaſe. Ihe ve- 
nereal virus, either by irritating the extremity o 
r . the 
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the lymphatics going to the groin, or by being | 
conveyed to the glands, inflames and produces 


ſuppuration. 

In this caſe, every poſſible means in the be- 
ginning ſhould be employed to prevent ſuppura- 
tion, by promoting the reſolution of the tumour, 
and when pus is formed it ſhould be evacuated 
either by the cauſtic or the knife; this may ſome- 


times be a local complaint, but it is always ſafer 


to treat it as a confirmed diſeaſe. 


It is to be treated like any other inflammation 
which threatens ſuppuration. 


The venereal virus is ſometimes fo odd as to : 


erode the tender veſſels, and produce ulceration g 
ſuch ulcers when occurring, more eſpecially m 


the penis, or female parts of generation, are 


called chancres. 


There firſt appears a red ſpot, ſomewhat ele- 
vated, like a miliary puſtule, which is attended 


with a ſenſe of heat and itching ; it has a white 


head, and becomes a deep ulcer with a white 


callous edge, frequently ſpreading over a large 
ſurface, and becoming phagedenic. 


This in the ſlighteſt degree mould be 0 


as a confirmed lues, ſo that while we endeavour 


to heal it by topical applications, internal reme- 
dies ſhould be employed. 


A more favourable ſuppuration is frequently 
induced by the application of a ſolution of blue 
vitriol, corroſive ſublimate, but above all 85 
the following o ointment:

complicated with the abſorption of venereal vi- 
rus, and therefore treating them as a confirmed 
diſeaſe. 

In conſidering the lues venerea, we are to have 
a view to the ſeat of it, and the means of diſtin- 
guiſhing it from other diſeaſes. 
Tt ariſes from the abſorption of the poiſonous 
matter into the circulating ſyitem, infecting the 
animal fluids, more eſpecially attaching itſelf to 


the mucous and glandular parts of the body. 


Its ſource is chiefly from a chancre or ulcerated 
ſurface. 

Does the matter of a gonorrhœa and a pox 
eſſentially differ from each other? 

The ſymptoms of a lues venerea are ſo various, 
that it is difficult to deſcribe them. 


' It attacks the palate, fauces, ſneiderean mem- 


brane, with inflammation, and ulcers ſpreading, 
and deeply ſeated, with whitecallous edges; deglu- 
tition is painful, the bones become carious, and 


the matter diſcharged is fœtid and offenſive. 


The patient complains of univerſal pain in the 
bones, eſpecially about the middle of the tibia, 


Increaſed by the heat of the bed ; they abate to- 
wards the morning. Sometimes tumour and ſup- 


puration take place on the affected parts. 
The ſkin is frequently covered with broad, 
round dry ſpots, of a brown or copper colour, 
eaſily diſtinguiſhable from other eruptions ; they 
are frequently diffuſed over the whole ſurface of 
the body, but more eſpecially in the forehead 
and about the roots of the hair. There are h(- 
ſures in the palms of the hand, or ſoles of the 
feet, ſeparating an acrid and ichorous fluid. 
Sometimes the ſkin is inflamed, and ulcers ariſe, 
which ſpread quickly over all the body. The 
glands of the body are indurated and obſtructed,

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Salivation is not neceſſary to cure venereal 
complaints; it more frequently impedes than 
promotes the cure. 

The practical rules for managing and con-

A moderate degree of external warmth, the 
occaſional uſe of the warm bath, and a mucila- 
ginous, diluent and antiphlogittic regimen thould 
accompany ſalivation. 

Mercury ſometimes produces high ſymptoms 
of inflammation in the ſyſtem, Which arc to be 
properly moderated. 

Ihe action of mere: ury may be promotsq by 
the reſinous woods, of guiac and ſaſfafras; ſar 
ſaparilla and China root are likewiſe employed 
Er the ſame purpoſe. 

They are always found moſt ſerviceable when , 

mercury has preceded their uſc. 

The mezereon has been found to aſſiſt in rec 
moving exoiloſis. | 

The Peruvian bark is given with great ſucccis 
in phagædenic and venexcal ſores, even where 
mercury has bcen-found to injure the confticut on 
of the patient. 

A milk diet and a change of air are found be- 
neficial in reftoiing the ſtrength of a patient, re- 
duced by the operation of mercury.
